YOKOHAMA. . : 
Dates hence are to the ]7th November. The London mail 
of the 10th September arrived out on the 8th November. 
Captain Wilkinson, of the Nepaul, has obtained high com- 
mendation for the energy and seamanlike activity he evinced 
on the occasion of the late mishap to his vessel. The Vepaul 
left Yokohama on the lst November with cargo, passengers, 
and mail for Shanghai; but about 4 p.m, just es it was believed 
that the business duties of the day were concluded, two 
steamers were seen coming in, and for a short time the usual 
excitement attendant upon the expectation to receive im- 
mediately “our mail” ran round the Settlement, in a few 
minutes, however, to be painfully disappointed ; for of the 
steamers which were seen rounding the point one was im- 
mediately recognised as the Nepaul returning to port at 
slow speed—the other the missing Island Queen. The 
first-named vessel had proceeded at fair speed about 
twenty or twenty-two miles, when, on nearing the Plymouth 
rock a sudden and violent concussion was experienced by all 
on board, and it was found that the vessel’s bows had struck 
on a sunken rock, detached from what we believe is called the 
Ingersoll Patch, and which is not shown in the latest surveys 
of that part. Just before this occurrence Capt. Wilkinson had 
signalled the Island Queen, which was at anchor close by ; and 
immediately after having asked for assistance that steamer got 
under weigh and towed her off. She came into harbour about 
five o'clock, and was immediately run slongside the storeship 
Nassau, and her valuable cargo commenced to be transferred. 
All connected with the steamer speak in the very highest terms 
of the readiness with which boats and men from most of the 
ships in harbour were sent to proffer assistance, and that these 
acknowledgements are specially due to H.B.M.’s ships. The 
Nepaul's passengers and mails, and the most part of her 
cargo, were conveyed to Shanghai per the steamer Australian, 
Capt. Hamlin, which was chartered the same evening by the

consignees, and left on the morning of the 3rd November. 
The celerity with which arrangements were made by the agents 
for lightening as much as possible the public inconvenience 
attached to this unfortunate cccurrence bas been universally 
commented upon, acknowledged, and praised. 


Too much praise cannot be given to all who had any part 
to take consequent upon this accident ; the Nepaul left on the 
{morning of the lst, and returned damaged about four o'clock 
that afternoon. In the evening of the same day the dustra- 
lian steamer was taken up for cargo and passengers. On the 
2nd and 3rd all the damaged cargo was taken out and stored 
—all the sound cargo, the mails, &c., transferred to the Aus- 
tralian—and in the evening the passengers embarked in the 
latter vessel, which left early the following day. The damaged 
cargo, indiscriminatciy thrown into a go-down, was sorted, 
catalogued, sold, aud closed up on Monday the 7th, and the 
Nepaut herself, was despatched on the 10th to Houg Kong for 
her repairs,

‘There were no items of political occurrences to note during 
the postal fortnight, and of domestic events but few. Although 
no official announcement has yet been made of it, we believe 
we may safely assert as a fact that the Japanese authorities 
have been prevailed upon at last to consent to form a really 
fine road some three or four miles in extent round or near the 
Mississippi Valley, and a race-course, and to make certain other 
extensive improvements for the advantage and accommodation 
of foreigners. : 

“The Japanese mail (writes a Shanghai correspondent) 
has brought no news, Everything is quiet, the Inland Sea is 
opened, and trade appears to be going on satisfactorily. To 
the great regret of English jresidents in that country, as well 
asin China, Sir Rutherford Alcock is to leave for this port, 
en route for England, on the 15th proximo. It is rumoured 
that a desire on the part of the Government to confer with 
him is the motive of this sudden return. It is to be hoped 
that this reason may be the true one, for during the few 
months which have elapsed since his return from England, he 
has by his vigorous measures brought our political and com- 
mercial relations from a deadlock to a very satisfactury con- 
dition.” Sir Rutherford and Lady Alcock arrived at Shanghai, 
per steamer Corea, on the 22nd November, en route to 
England, 

Messrs, Jardine and Matheson’s steamer, the Rona, is laid on 
to run regularly between this port and Shanghai, in connection 
with the Messageries Imperiales, signing bills of lading 
through to Marseilles. 

On the evening of the 13th November, about half-past nine 
o'clock, a fire broke out in the kitchen of the residence of one 
of the principals and some of the employés in the house of 
Carst, Lels, and Co., on No. 25, which in a few minutes com- 
municated to the main building. The alarm was first given 
by Mr, Frey, who was visiting at the adjoining house, and 
several civilians were soon upon the spot, quickly followed by 
the Belooche Regiment, and detachments of tho 20th, Royal 
Marines, French Guard, and of seamen from ail the men-of- 
war in harbour. The engino of Mr. Hegt was first up, Mr. S, 
J. Gower's close behind him, Mr. Kingdon's being sta- 
tioned on the front on the bund. It was low tide, and 
there not being yet formed any tanks below highwater- 
mark no supply was to be obtained from the sea. Mr. 
Gower’s engive soon cleared out the three or four adjoining 
wells, and the supply of water could only therefore be kept vp 
at long intervals in short duration. There was soon found to 
be but little chance of saving the building itself, or any impor- 
tant part of its contents, which were in a short time all sacrificed 
to the flames, The principal fear was that the buildings in 
the rear, occupied as the “ Golden Gate ” livery stables, should 
ignite, and thus form a communication across to the other 
street ; but there was fortunately but very little wind, and the 
activity displayed by all hands (the Beloochees working with 
great vigour and pluck) in clearing down the burning building, 
and intervening lumber on that side, together with the efficient 
aid rendered at every moment that water could be obtained by 
Mr. Gower's engine, soon quieted any anxiety as to its exteud- 
ing beyond the building itsclf. Mr. Freeman and his corps of 
firemen were early on the ground, but the services of the latter 
were not availed of. Lieutenant Colonel Browne was busy in 
every quartcr, and doing great service in the calm direction of 
the military working parties. There were two severe accidents : 
one of the Marines{during the conflagration fell from the roof of 
the building and broke his arm, and another was scriously 
injured in the back, and amongst the wounded we have to men- 
tion Mr. Stearns (slightly), who was observed working with his 
usual energy and courage. The building and furniture are 
insured. 

A case of Japanese broken contract had come on for trial in 
H.B.M.’s Consular Court.

which Japaneso officers are conce-ned. The wretched sy 
of making advance bargains, to be completed if the marke 
rises, or to be repudiated or thrown up if it answers the pur-

merchants, They know full well that before H.B.M’s Consul 
they will get the most ample measure of fair-play, but the- 
earlier they learn not to wash their hands in such very muddy 
water as this the better for all concerned.”

YESEJA HUDZO 0, MACPHERSON AND MARSHALL. 

‘This was an action brought through the Japanese officials to recover the 
sum of $3,376, as per the following plaint. “Our merchant Yeseja 
Hudzo made an agreement with your merchant Macpherson“to buy S00 
piculs of iron-wire, and paid as an adrance upon it $3,876, “He received 
50 of the 300 piculs aud found the wire different from the sample and 
useless. On doing s0, Hudzo communicated with Macpherson in order to 
have the wire exchanged for other, but he refused. Hudzo therefore had 
to take the fifty piculs of the said wire, without having them exchanged, 
and he made a further agreement that the remaining 250 piculs of wire 
should be received as per agreement. After that they were separately 
examined, and what was bad taken out, but Macpherson declined to 
inspect the wire, contrary to their agreement. All the above has been 
made subject of complaint to us by Hudzo. I have therefore to request 
that you will explain the matter with Macpherson and arrange 
the said goods be examined and delivered according to agreement.” The 
contract was put in by the defendants, and it came out in explanation that 
108 piculs of one-quality iron-wire was sold at $22 and 216 piculs at $17. 
The ship was to arrive within five days or the contract was to be void, and 
the whole was to be cleared within ten days after her arrival. 

‘The Consul, to the Interpreter: Ask the plaintiff what be alleges as the - 
cause that he has not completed his contract. 

(The Japanese officers began to prompt the plaintiff, but were imme- 
diately silenced by the Consul. ) 

The Plaintiff: ‘Two hundred piculs arrived ; they were at the bottom 
of the ship, and it took 17 or 18 daysto land them ; I offered to take 100 
piculs of the Lest kind; I wanted to receive 100 piculs of the best kind 
first, to send it to Yedo to get paid for it. I wanted £500 of the bargain 
money to be pat against the account of the 100 piculs which I wanted to- 
receive first, but this was not agreed to, Since then I have offered several 
times to take the best kind of the wire paying for that ; I received 50 piculs 
and in addition to the bargain-money paid $2,376. I received 25 cases 
this was the kind bought at $22, value for $1,188; I did not take away 
the remainder because it was not equal to sample. I sent the 50 picul 
to Yedo, and was told it was not good and broke, 

{the sample produced and acknowledged. } 

sy Messrs. uM. and M.: Did the defendant not come to our godown 
with the Government officers and interpreter? did they not examine the 
goous, and did not the officer say they were equal to sample and he must 
take them? Answer: We examined some, and some did not break and 1 
said I was willing to take it, 

By Messrs. M. and M.: Did we not offer to have it examined by two. 
different parties, one chosen by himself and the other by us, and did he 
not refuse that?—Answer: That is true. I refused because I did not 
know anyone I could ask to look at it, for me—because I did not like to 
be bound by anyone's opinion ; but anyone could see it would break. 

By Messrs, M, and M,: He says he did not know anyone he could 
ask to look at it for him. Ask him if he is not one of the largest tea- 
men in the place ?—Answered : I was formerly a larye tea merchant, but 
owing to the “ Loonins” on the 20th day of the 9th month I came to 
grief (sic.); I did offer ¢500 to be let off the bargain. 

By Messrs. M. and M.: What was the difference between the market 
rice at the time he made the contract and the time he first came about 
eing let off?—Answer; I do not know what the rate was, but it wight 

have been cheaper. 

Messrs. M. and M.: We can tell him, then, we hold similar wire to 
the §22 wire which we should have been glad then to sell for $15. 

Several casks of the wire were brought up to the Consulate out of the 
godown, promiscuously, and opened, they were found to be perfect in 
their packings ; the lining of tin, soldering, &c., all in good order, The 
wire contents were carefully examined by the Consul and Assessors, and 
declared to be fully equal to the samples. 

‘After some further hearing, the Consul said there could be but one 
conclusion, viz. that the wire was equal to the sample, and that the 
plaintiff had not the vestae of a reason for not fulfilling his contract. 
It was quite clear he had made a bad bargain, and now wanted to 
wrigyle out of it, He must take delivery and fulfil his payments, together 
with certain equitable charges, such as godown rent, interest of money, fire 
insurances, &e., or the defendants would be at liberty to sell the goods- 
at auction and give the plainutf credit for the nett balance of such sale 
afier the payment of expenses and the sums already received, if that 
should leave the balance in his favour, to pay it to him: or if on the 
other hand it should leave a balance against him, Messrs. Macpherson and 
could sue him before the Governor through him (the Consul).

[ways and very much feared by the rebels. The garrison may 
have been 50,000 or more. 

On our return to Wuchufu, Kung Wang arrived from Nanking with an 
escort, The villages in the immediate neighbourhood and suburbs of 
‘Wu-chu were for the most part in ruins, and subsisted in a squalid half 
starving state. All offences received one punishment—death. I saw 160 
men beheaded, as I understood, for absence from paates two boys were 
beheaded for smoking ; all prisoners of war were beheaded ; spies, or people 
accused of being xo, were tied with their hands behind their backs to a 
stake and brushwood put around them, and they were then burnt.to death 
In spite of the orders against smoking, the chiefs were inveterate smokers. 

About a week after our return to the city Tow Wang ordered us to ac~ 
company him to the east of We drove back the Imperi 
who were attacking the stockades at Linza with a large number of gu 
boats and a steamer. When Tow Wang saw the steamer, he said 1 had 
deceived him and that foreigners were fighting against them, and that 
instead of 4,000 cash a day we should only have 1,000, From Linza we 
went down to Tun; where an Imperial force had advanced. We 
had a great deal of fighting here; the rebels had got a force of Imperialists 
surrounded and were keeping the other Imperial force from helping them. 
‘Tow Wang had not many gunboats, so he drilled his small boats in the 
lake and taught them when to advance and retire. He then sent one of 
them to fire at the Imperial gunboats, while he landed some rebels on a 
bank in secret. The Imperial guaboats came out against the small boats 
which retired, the gunboats pursuing, when Tow Wang ordered the other 
small boats to advance, they dashed forward and the party on the bank 
fired into the gunboats whose crews deserted them. We pushed 
en and came close up to the stockade, capturing a boat with 
a 12pounder English howitzer V.R. and come six bores of shell. Tow 
‘Wang gave"the gun over to me with another 12-pounder iron gun. Some 
thirty or forty gunboats were taken from the Imperialists. We had many 
encounters with the and with the French force with varied 
success. The Imperialists had their breastworks on the opposite side of 
the creek to ours, they tried to cross but were driven back. All the 
Imperialist soldiers belonging tothe Mandarin who was surrounded were 
beheaded, cut down, and driven into the creeks. Demetrius was killed 
in one of the fights, and Pasquali died of sunstroke. When we went back 
tothe city Tow Wang and Kang Wang assembled all the men into a 

are, and mounted a sort of scaffold made of tables. Tow Wang 

iressed them first. He mentioned the words Soochow, Quinsan, and 
Yang-kwei-tsze very often. I understood enough to make out that he 
was mentioning the places the rebels had lost, and alluding to the Yang- 
kwei-tszes refered to their present situation. Kang Wang then addressed 
them in the same strain. This lasted some two or three hours; while it 
was going on, some of the soldiers commenced firing off their muskets, 
Tow Wang ordered silence, but another report was heard, the offender 
was ordered up, he was a clean-looking boy of fifteen years’ old, be was 
made to kneel down, but Kang Wang begged his life. ‘Tow Wang, how- 
ever, saw two or three rebels playing with their spears, and ordered his 
officer to go down and “cut.” The officer returned in a very short time 
with two heads, which were laid down in front of the Wangs. Kang 
‘Wang, on coming down from the tables, spoke to me in English very 
slowly, he asked me what I was, I said an Englishman, H> said he had 
never met a good foreigner, and asked me to go with him to Kiangsi, I 
did not see him agaio, I think he went with some men soon after. 

Shortly after, I was ordered to go to the N. W. side of the city, 
the Imperialists who were advancing. Iwent out and found the Imperialists 
bad placed one of their stockudes within two hundred yarda of ths rebel 
stockade. I was ordered with my men to put my gunia the rebel stockade, 
which I did, after making good the parapet. I fired on the Imperialists 
but they opened such a fire of shell on my gun as to cause great loss to 
the rebels, who were hustled in rear of the gun. About a day or two 
after, the Imperialists assaulted at 4 p.m. They were bothered with the 
ditches and were repulsed ; several rebels were beheaded for running away. 
A shot struck my gun on the trunnion and disabled it. The chief of the 
stockade told me that I had better go away, as he was afraid that they 
would lose the stockade, and that if they did, they would get into trouble 
with Tow Wang if the gun was taken, I therefore went back to Wuchufu 
with the boat and gun. The 1,000 cash per diem had been discontinued, 
and we were told to subsist ourselves. There was some distress now in 
the city, and we saw signs of the evacuation, rice being sent out to a place 
41 |i off towards the north. bel chief came to 
‘me and told me it il we had better get 
ready. 1 asked him what they would do about a wounded man; he 
mid be must go with us It was now evident that the city was to be 
vacated, as the shops were shut and the shopkeepers and their goods em- 
barked and sent into a small lake 50 li to the North West of the 
city. At midnight of the 26th August, the head man came again and 

us that the start would be made at daylight the next day; our 
idea was to escape during the confusion, but the wounded man was our 
drawback. At midnight we tried to get the wounded man into a boat, 
but were met by Tow Wang himeelf at the North gate. He was furious, 
and ordered us back. We waited till 2 a.x. 28th August, when we were 
ordered to take. the wounded man down to the boats. At thi e 
signal lights were hoisted to the outposts to retire. Men were patrolling 























































the streets to cut down any who might try to escape, That evening we 

fearful sights, the rebels were embarking their wounded and could 
lI—the poor women crowded down into the boats and were cut 
en back. We left the city, which empty at 3 a.m. and 
soon saw it in a blaze, it rained, however, heavily. We pushed on and 
passing through the lake came to the entrance of the crvek, Here the 
most fearful confusion ensued, all the boats were yaloming on and jam- 
ming one another, the rebels marching along the bank. Here we passed 
the night. The next day we could not advance—six of the men, viz., the 
two Englishmen, the two Austrians and two of the Greeks here left me. 
With me were the two remaininz Greeks, the interpreter and the wounded 
man. The rebels resumed their march at daybreak, but they soon began 
to be apparently hurried, and one of them called out to us that the Im- 

ialists were advancing. The wounded man was our great trouble. 
Nothing could further be done with him and it was certain death to remain. 
1 took leave of him and told him I could do no more, as we could not 
carry him. He begged me to shoot him, and offered his ring and money. 
Isaid Tcould not do it, but he could ask his two countrymen. They 
refused, and we left him in the boat. The rebels were now in confusion, 
running everywhere, and the imperialists were close at hand. We landed, 
and after wandering about two or three days got a boat and with some 
difficulty got down to Shanghai. ‘Tien Wang’s son was not in the city, 
and I never heard of him.

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


5 RorrerDax, Jan. 7, 1865. 

It may be intentional or not, yet it is a fact, that the diffe- 
rent Budgets were received so late by the First Chamber of 
the States-General that it was impossible to bring them on for 
discussion beforo the New Year. In consequence of this, Mr. 
Bosch Vollenhoven proposed on the 23rd of December that the 
different Chapters should be postponed until the next month, 
because the Budget was of too great importance for it to be 
disposed of without due consideration. On the day this proposal 
was brought forward there were as many votes in favour of it 
as against it, and it underwent the ordeal of the vote again the- 
next day, when it was rejected. Practically, however, there 
was a discussion, for the last days of the year were employed 
in exchanging the reports and the replies of Government. Only 
the Budget of Means and some other unimportant ones were 
disposed of in 1864, and this was passed by 25 votes against 
3. ‘The principal points to be noticed are, in the first place, 
the carrying over of two batige sloten of the year 1864-65 ; 
2ndly, the question respecting the so-called East India debt, 
and the not carrying over, on the Means, of a sum of 
9,800,000 f. for payment of the interest of that debt; 3rdly, 
the question respecting the land-tax in Limburg. The dis-- 
cussion on the Budget of 1865 was commenced as late as last 
Wednesday. It need not be remarked that after all that was 
said in the Lower House, little that was new was to be 
heard in the Upper. The only importance that lay in the 
renewed discussion was that it illustrated the degree of concord 
or difference existing between the two Houses of the States- 
General. It was, therefore, pleasant to see that the Opposition. 
was much less fierce, the feeling being that the Budget should 
not be rejected for reasons extrancous to it. Without any im- 
portant debate, the following Chapters have been passed :— 
1.11 UI-II R, IV-IV B. ‘Lhe only point of importance was 
that the Minister gave a promise that the diplomatic salaries 
should bo raised. On the Chapter relating to legal affairs 
(eustiee), several remarks were made on the laws relating to- 
joint-stock companies, which were considered too severe. It 
will be readily conceived that what has of late taken place with 
reference to the Canal Company (which affair is still in a very 
unsettled state) was the chief cause of these observations. 

Yesterday the debate commenced on the Chapter entitled 
“Internal Affairs,” which, with the one relating to colonial 
matters, may be considered the most important ofall. I think 
there will be but very little opposition on the latter, for the 
majority has already declared “it perceives with pleasure that 
the courso of policy which the Minister had pursued of late was 
moro moderate, and that, according to his own statements, he 
seemed to be much less radical than he had been.” At the 
same time that the general feeling of the House is becoming 
much calmer, the opposition from without increases from day to 
day. Messrs, P. Vreede Bik, P. van Rees, J. J. Hasselman, J. D. 
van Herwerden, Sckonck, A. L. Andriesse, D. J. A. van Ho- 
gendorp, H. D. Potter, J. L. B. Engelhard, T. P. Willer, Netscher, 
Canneman, and W. J. M. van Schmid, have presented a petition 
to the King, earnestly warning his Majesty to be on his 
guard against the course the present Government is pur- 
suing in India, It is not necessary to state that this step, by 
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which the King becomes personally mixed up in the combat, is 
generally disapproved of.

Baron R. F. van Raders, ex Governor-General of the West Indie 
has been attacked by a sudden and severe illness, The Minister of Wat 
has again manifested his approbation in an official way to those who have 
taken a share in the battle of Simonoseki.

A proof of how many young men are without suitable employment 
hore is afforded by the fact that for eleven vacancies in the service of the 
State Railways 1,800 have offered themselves. If the Auswandering sys- 
tem were a little more practised here, this state of affairs would very much 
improve. ‘The qualifeations they generally posess would ensure these 
young men good success abroad.

The good people of Trieste appear to be quite in earnest in 
their endeavours to obtain the full benefit of their geographical 
position with respect to the direct trade with China and Japan, 
as soon as the opening of the Suez Canal shall enable them to 
do so. A project has been started by a Signor Revoltella for 
the formation of a sort of East India Company, to trade with 
the Far East by means of their own steamers from Trieste, via 
Suez, under the Austrian flag. That gentleman has lately made 
a journey to Holland to sound the feelings of the Dutch mer- 
chants on the subject, and endeavour to obtain their support 
and co-operation. He has now returned to Trieste in high 
spirits, having ascertained that the leading East India houses 
at Amsterdam are greatly in favcur of the plan, which also 
finds support and sympathy in the highest quarters, the Colonial 
Minister being among the number, They express their con- 
viction that on the completion of the Suez Canal Trieste could 
not fail to become the chief emporium of the European con- 
tinental trade with the Far East, and from its favourable situa- 
tion would be able to compete successfully with any other con- 
tinental trading port. 

In the meantime, the Austrian Government is not blind to 
the fact that to promote the success of any new undertaking of 
this description a reform and extension of the consular system 
is a desideratum of the last importance. Austrian consuls 
abroad have hitherto been placed exclusively under the orders 
of, and in sole communication with, the Minister for Forcign 
Affairs, but the feeling has become very gencral in commercial 
circles at Vienna that the period has arrived for transferring 
tho control and direction of the Consulates to the Department 
for Trade, and that the commercial reports of the consuls 
should be published for the benefit of the mercantile world, 
Above all things, it is generally agreed that immediate steps 
ought to be taken for negotiating commercial treaties with 
foreign states—more especially with China, Japan, and Siam— 
which will give Austrian subjects a recognised footing and a 
right to trade, whereas they are now only permitted to do so 
00 sufferance, or are in the humiliating position of being obliged 
{to place themselves, their cargoes, and their ships, under the pro- 
tection of the consul of some other perhaps smaller but, at all 
events, more evterprisiug maritime State. In the spring, the 
Austrian Government intend to takesome steps to mitigate this 
evil and place thtir national flag on a more dignified footing in 
foreign countries.

‘Tien Wang, 
the rebel chief at Nanking, gave this sword to Chung Wang, with the same 
sponer asthe Imperialists, and it was this syn.bol of chief and supreme 
ommand which Chung Wang handed over to Tye Wang when he was 
wrecalled to Nanking, It fell into my hands at Seyang, on the 9th of 
‘March, 1864, and has on it Chung Wang’s name, * Li-tza-tquen,’ Chung 
‘Wang, meaning ‘faithful prince.’ Chung Wang has since been taken pri- 
soner by the Imperialists at Nanking.”

‘A CHINESE DINNER.—A traveller recently 
Peking gives the following description of a Chine er 
course consisted of a kind of square tower formed of slices of breast of 
goose and of a fish, which the Chinese call ‘cow’s head,’ with a |: 
dish of hashed tripe and hard eggs of a dark colour preserved in lime. 
Next came grains of pickled wheat and barley, shell-fish unknown in 
Europe, enormous prawns, preserved ginger, and fruils. All these are 
eaten with ivory chopsticks, which the guests bring with them. On grand 
occasions the first dish is always birds’-nest soup, which consists of a thick 
gelatinous substance. Small cups are placed round the tureen, each 
containing a different kind of sauce. The second course was a ragout of 
sea-aails, At Macao these are white, but at Ningpo they are green, 
viscous, and slippery, by no means easy to pick up with amall sticks, 
‘Their taste resembles that of the green fat of turtle. ‘The snails were fole 
lowed by a dish of the flesh covering the skull of sturgeons, which is very 
costly, as several heads are required to make even a small dish. Next 
was a dish of sharks’ fins mixed with slices of pork, and a crab salad ; after 
these a stew of plums and other fruit, the acidity of which is considered a 
corrective for the viscous fat of the fish; then mushrooms, pulse, and 
ducks’ tongues, which last are co d the ne plus ultra of Chinese 
cookery; deer’s ten’oi5_a royal dish which the Emperor himself sends 
‘4s a present to bis favourites ; and Venus’s ears—a kind of unctuous shell. 
fish ; lastly, boiled rice, served in small cups, with acanthus seeds pre- 
spirits and other condiments. Last of all tea was served.” 
Cutnese Cunrosrriss.—The Emperor and Empress, a few days back, 
at the sale rooms in the Rue Drouot a fine collection of Chinese 
curiosities belonging to M. Louirette. Their Majesties were accompanied 
by General de Goyon, the Marquis de Caux, and M. de Saint Aubin, 
librarian to the Empress. M. Thiers and Baron de Rothschild had pre- 
viously visited the collection. At the sale which took place on the follow- 
ing day a rectangular flower-stand, supported by two kneeling Chinese 
warriors, enamelled, with the exception of the heads and hands, which are - 
in bronze gilt, was knocked down for 11,250f.; two pieces of furniture, 
in black wood, each ornamented with twenty-three plates in enamelled 
porcelain, fetched 4,000f.; a table, decorated with arabesques, sold for 
2,000F.; a large vessel for burning incense, with gilt cover and high 
handles, was knocked down for 6,000f. ; two white elephants, in enamel, 
2,408 ; and octagon perfume burner, with gilt cover, 4,000f. ; a gourd, 
having on each side a medallion with a landscape, 3,62Uf. ; a basin with 
a flat cover, having the form of a barrel, 2,901t.; a handsome cylindrical 
porcelain vase of the time of the Myngs, 2,000f. ; and another of the 
same period, 1,000f. Her Majesty is said to have been the purchaser of 
the finest articles, The whole sale produced nearly 85,000f. 

Cuinese Suzep.—The New Zealander says:—“ We have received 
@ communication from a gentleman who has some thoughts of organising 
accompany to obtain from China a very prolific breed of sheep, which 
finds much favour with the inhabitants of that country. Their fecundity 
seems very surprising, as they are said to produce from three to five at a 
birth, or, as our accounts cali it, a litter, and to have a litter of this kind 
twice a year. Their material ingenuity is not, it seems, inferior to their 
fecundity, as they wean the stronger lambs, and allow the more weakly 
ones to suck for a longer time. They are said to produce from 7 Ib. to 
12 1b. of wool annually, to weigh 1431b. to 170 Ib. as mutton, and to be 
of a quality not inferior to Leicester sheep. These sheep inhabit the 
northern parts of China, near the Great Wall, and would therefore require 
to be acclimatised to our warm climate.” 

Avotuer Cuinese Distursance aT Exeraanta.—The last 
mail from Bombay reports that a number of the ‘ Celestials” inhabiting 
the island of Elephanta, collected together in a mob, evidently with the 
intention of kicking up a tremendous row, and arming themselves with 
clubs and stones, marched off towards the guard-house occupied by the- 
Tanna Rangers; on approaching which, the greater portion of the ruffians 
fell back, but a few who were more daring than the rest advanced steal- 
thily to the sentinel on his post, and stoned him ; whereupon his piece 
was at once levelled and discharged into their midst, which immediately 
brought out his comrades, who seeing the serious state of affairs fired at 
the Chi nd after a few shots, finally dispersed them, wounding four 





































and capturing a few others who are now doubtless in confinement. 

ENGLIsH SEAMEN AT A CHINESE Fine.—The following isan ex- 
tract of aletter received by last mail from an officer on board of Her 
Majesty’s gun vessel Alyerine :— Hankow, Oct. 13, 1864.—Y esterday a 
fire broke out in the Chinese city, burning an immense extent of houses 
and some of the English and other foreign houses on the river side, out- 
side our concession, The ¢ Algerines’ were there as soon as possible; 
their behaviour was really admirable, as it had been during a previous fire, 
about a fortnight since. On both occasions they were surroanded by 
liquor, and I had not occasion to find fault with a single man. very one 
hore remarked, ‘How those men do work? And, truly, and cane 
didly speaking, I have been at several fires in China, and I never saw 
men work so well and steadily.” 

Scexga at THE Cars AnD Jaran.—In the Illustrated London 
News, 7th January, their special artist has sent an account and photograph 
of the view of British and Japanese troops at “* Yokohama,” together with 
a sketch of a Japanese letter, and a view of the upper battery at 
Simonoseki, all of which appear as engravings.

THE FRENCH TREATY WITH COCHIN-CHINA. 

We find the following paragraph in a Paris paper :— 

“ Admiral de la Granditre, Governor of Saigon, who is shortly ex- 
pected in Paris on a conge, is the bearer of an autograph letter ad- 
dressed by the Emperor Tu-Due to his French cousin Napoleon IIT. 
‘The Cochin-Chinese Sovereign most probably demands the abrogation 
of the treaty conciuded by M. Aubaret, and the withdrawal of the French 
troops, on condition that the tribute-money, which no doubt he promises 
to increase, be paid regularly.” 

Our information is that during the absence of Admiral la 
Grandiére, Admiral Jaurez will act as his locum tenens, and the 
command of the ficct will be entrusted to Flag-Captain 
Duquillot until the arrival of Admiral Rose, who has just 
been appointed to the station, and proceeds, we believe, by 
the next mail. Another version, however, is that the last- 
named officer not only replaces Admiral Jaurez in the command 
of the China and Japan squadron, but also as interim Governor 
of Saigon. Captain Ollivier, just promoted, has been appointed 
Flag-Captain to Admiral Rose, and has gone out in La Guerriere, 
which will replace the Semiramis, ordered home. Lastly, Cap- 
tain Lejeune, who has left for Saigon, is suid to be appointed 
Commandant Superieur of the Marine for Saigon, an arrange- 
ment which would lighten Admiral Rose’s duties. 

We hear that the Governor has introduced into the adminis- 
tration of the colony a Director of the Interior, and that this 
officer will be accountable only and directly to the Governor 
himself ; in other words, the internal. affairs of the colony will 
be managed without interference from any one else. A Minis- 
terial paper of Paris says :—‘‘The constantly increasing deve- 
lopment of the security and prosperity of the colony renders 
necessary this measure, which will allow of the centralisation 
of the action of the various European and native authorities,” 
We confess we are at some loss to comprehend the exact mean- 
ing of these phrases, but we supposo the purport is that the 
broth will be better done in proportion as fewer cooks have a 
hand in it. Measures are being taken for the establishment of 
a lighthouse at the mouth of the river Donnai, in order to facili- 
tate access during the night to the anchorage of Cangiou. 
About three months since we recorded the despatch of 
Supernumeraries and stores by tho Overland route, In 
reference to the treaty made by M. Aubaret, it is quite 
decided not to ratify it, but to hold possession of the three 
provinces. The revenue for 1864 it is reported will reach about 
two and a-half million franes. 





| THE CONSULAR SERVICES IN CHINA AND JAPAN. 
In another column we present a list showing the present 
personnel of these departments, which are charged with such 
important duties in conducting our international relatious on 
the other side of the globe. The vast extension of our interests 
in China and Japan during the last few years has been neces- 
sarily followed by an increase of Her Masesty’s official staff in 
those regions, and the list we publish to-day comprises proba- 
bly twice as many names as would have filled it five or six years 
ago. The vast territorial distribution of these services is in- 
dicated by the names of the stations at which the various 
officers are placed, and, as chief of a department extending 
over some twenty degrees of latitude, Her Masesty’s Minister 





at Peking must be reckoned as holding a very onerous post. 
Sir Freperick Bruce, who, for the last fivs years has very ably 
filled the appointment of Plenipotentiary in China, is now, how- 
ever, enjoying a well-earned leave of absence, and the frequency 
with which his name is observed among the favoured guests im 
attendance on Her Masesry testifies to the esteem in which he is 
held, in common with all the members of his family, in the 
highest quarters. Contrary to the general expectation, his locum 
tenens is Mr. T. F. Wave, a gentleman of most distinguished 
scholarly attainments in the Chinese language, but who has 
never chanced to display—owing possibly to lack of opportu- 
nity—those brilliant talents for diplomacy and administra- 
tion which have signalised Sir Harry Parkes, the functionary 
who above all others seemed, ss we observed at the time, marked 
out for the post vacated by Sir Frepexice. It may be that 
weighty official considerations have necessitated the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Wane; but, with all respect to this latter gentle- 
man, we cannot help repeating that in the list we publish 
to-day Sir Harry Parkes’ name at the head would be a nearer 
approach to “the right man in the right place.” We trust, 
however, that ere long, without detriment to any other claime, 


=} we may sce our interests in China confided to the care of one 


who at Canton, Peking, and on the Yangtze has shown him- 
‘self so well qualified for promoting them. The rumour current 
' some time since that Sir FReDERIcK Bruce would not return to- 
' Peking seems to be accepted as a fact; should this be so, the 
appointment must now be under the consideration of H.M.’s 
Government, and it may turn out that the recal of Sir R. 
Axcoct has something to do with it. * 

Apropos of Shanghai, it strikes us as most strange thab 
HLM.'s Government should not yet have seen fit to create a 
Consul-Generalship at a port where the French and United 
States’ Governments, with their comparatively trivial interests, 
have for some length of time maintained such appointments. 
The question is one which has been much mooted in Chiva, and 
for the despatch of judicial and other business at tho minor 
ports, we should imagine that a central authority, to decide 
appeals, &c., would be a great convenience in comparison with 
the preseut system of reference to Peking. It is to be hoped 
that Sir Frepericx Broce may bring this subject before the 
Foreign-office during his stay in England. The correspondent 
of The Times on this subject says:— 

« The Inck of power by Her Britannic Majesty's Consuls in cases of 
criminal jurisdiction is becoming a crying evil, Setting aside the cases 
of rebellion against the Emperor of China, in which an English subject 
would now find it difficult to engage, the heaviest punishment tor any crime 
that a Consul can inflict is twelve months’ imprisonment with hard labour, 

ith the additional sentence, after a second conviction, of deportation from. 
China; but deportation, although a very desirable measure, can hardly be 
considered a punishment. It is a very different thing from transportation 
from England ; so that for piracy, burglary, murderous assaults, and other 
imilar eccentricities, Englishmen are at present only liable to be impri- 
soned for twelve months. Of course, it is competent to the Consul to 
send them to Hong Kong for trial, but I suspect a Consul who habitually 
incurred the expense of sending a prisoner and the necessary witnesses to 
that colony, would not be looked on benignly by Government. A murder- 
case is of course always referred tothe Hong Kong Supreme Court, but cases 
have frequently occurred in which the perpetrators of grave crimes have 
escaped with the stereotyped twelvemonths, An Englishman who was- 
concerned in the pi f the Tsatlee, which will be well remembered, was 
sentenced to one y imprisonment, while an American, who had onl; 
taken an equal share in the transaction, got ten years, the Consul- 
General of the United s having full power even to condemn to 
death in cases of murder.’ 

Among the senior officers of the Consular Service we still 
hail, in 1865, the familiar and respected names of Messrs. D. 
B, Rozertsoy, ‘I. T. Meapows, W. H. Mepuourst, M. C. 
Morrison, and others, who, during something like a score of 
years, have filled the most prominent positions in China, and 
who, having seen the earliest growth of our unshackled com-- 
merce, still figure as presiding in various quarters over its 
enormous increase. Considering, indeed, the trying climate of 
China, the longevity of the Consular Service is a remarkable 
fact ; and it would perhaps be difficult to find another tropical 
country where, amid so many dangers to life and health, so 
great a number of officers are to be found (proportionally) who 
have passed twenty years and upwards of almost uninterrupted 
service. Oue death has occurred since the publication of our 
last list—we refer to Mr. Geo, C. P. Braung, who dicd of 
heart-disease shortly after reaching Peking in May last. With 
the exception of this death, that of the Rev. W. C. Mung, 
who also expired at Pcking a year or two ago, and that of Mr. 
Consul GiNcELL at Hankow in 1863, the Consular Service 
in China has been remarkably exempt from such mournful 
vacancies. ‘The junior officers who have been dispatched to 
China since the outbreak of hostilities in 1957 appear to have 
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pulled off, a salute fof twenty-one guns was given from the 
Feiseen, the booming of the return salute being the last heard 
of Macao, and its pleasant reception. 

Outside, however, there was yet another honour awaiting us. 
The Josfito Almira, a large vessel, with over 300 coolies 
on board, classed as a man-of-war, received the British flag 
with a salute of twenty-one guns, and nine for the Command- 
ant. This was again replied to by twenty-one guns from the 
Feiseen. 

On the homeward passage, the general good-humour was 
pleasantly kept up. Breakfast was served down below, and we 
understand several toasts got up ; but of this we cannot vouch. 
CaptainCarroll’s health alone could be admitted, after the hard 
toasting campaign gone through in Macao.

The news from the interior indicates that, owing to the abun- 
dant rains of the preceding month, there is promise of a good 
rice crop. It is hoped that it will be as large as that of 1864. 

The Chinese are spoken of as very valuable colonists. They 
have undertaken’ the reconstruction of Cholen, and in six 
months have created a new town. They are trying to substi- 
tute steam barges for the slow junks for the transport on the 
rivers. They have also spontaneously instituted a school for 
the French language at their own cost. 

The Courrier calls the attention of French merchants to the 
profits that may be derived from the fishery on the great lake 
of Cambodia. The Custom-house returns at Phuom-penh for 
this year show a quantity of $0,000 piculs dried fish, besides 
fish oil, &c. This return is thought to be understated, and 
there is reason to believe that it may be put down at from 
120,000 to 150,000 piculs, or from nine to ten thousand tons, 
which, adopting the average price at Phuom-penh of 10 francs 
per picul, represents a value of from twelve to fifteen hundred 
thousand francs,

The 
harbour of St. James lies upon the route which is most frequented by 
ips. coming down the China Sea, at all seasons, or going up it in the 
8.W. monsoon. It offers the only point between Singapore and Hong 
Kong where vessels can run with perfect security for refuge in bad weather 
with facilities for refitting. ‘The importance it has already acquired will 
be increased when the colonial administration shall place a light-ship upon 
the station, construct a convenient watering-place in Cocoanut Bay, and 
establish a coal depot, anticipating on this point private enterprise, in 
favour of which it can afterwards retire. 


NETHERLANDS INDIA.

NARRATIVE OF PATRICK NELLIS WITH THE 
TAIPINGS. 


Ileft Shanghai on the 25th February, 1864, with a Cantonese going up 
to buy silk, being engaged at §200 a trip as a guard tothe boat. ‘The des- 
tination was Chanzu, a village on the canal leading from Pingwang to 
Wuchufu. We found that the rebels had moved out and had occupied 
this place ten days previously. The Cantonese went on shore to make 
inquiries, and never came back, and soon after the rebels came down and 
took me and the crew prisoners, They puta chain round my neck, and 
threatened to cut off my head. A Ningpo man, who could speak English, 
told me to say that I could fire guns, which being translated to the chief, be 
asked me to stay with him. I having no alternative, said yes. I was then 
sent on to Wuchufu, and well treated on the way, provisions being plenty 
from the loot of Chanzu, At Wucbufu Iwas brought before Tow Wang 
(the Yellow Tiger), commander of the city, who was tnuch pleased at 
my capture. A rifle was produced, and L was asked if 1 understood it 
T anid yes, and was taken out to fire at a magpie, and having struck the 
tile the bird was on, Tow Wang told me that if I liked to stop { should 
command all the foreigners in the place. These having accepted me as 
their commander, the chain was taken off my neck and 1 was given 

uarters with them. ‘The names of the men were—English, Conroy and 

illon ; Austrian, Raffaeli and Glovan; Greeks and Gerians, Deme- 
trius, Anathaseus, Palasios, Demetrius Coolis, Antonio, and Veamiscus 
French, Pasquali, 

‘They were seafaring men, and were glad to have a soldier to command 
them ; they had come from Ningpo, Soochow, and from the silk boats, 
Tow Wang asked me if there were any Yang-Quitzes fighting with the 
Imperialists against them. I said no, that they had been withdrawn, He 
agreed to give me 4,0U0cash a day for the men, He gave me arank, and 
we were used as a sort of body-guard. I had to drill the foreigners, 
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‘This offer however did not appear to give much relief to Hudzo, who still 
continued to “ wriggle ” under his bargain. 

Intelligence has been received in Paris of the death, on the 
23rd of September, on board of Admiral Jaurés’ flagship the 
‘Sémiramis, after three days’ illness, of Ambroise Dieudonné, 
Vicomte de Loyauté, aspirant in the Imperial French Navy, 
aged 25 years, This promising young officer had already served 
in the navy nine years. He was buried in the Catholic Ceme- 
tery of Yokohama, where his fellow officers have erected a 
monument to his memory. 

Notice is given, under date of the lat November, that the 
business hitherto carried on at Yokohama, under the name of 
James S. Downie, will in future be conducted under the name 
of Fletcher and Co., Mr. James S. Downie being authorised to 
sign for the firm per procuration. The auction business of 
Mr. A. W. Hansard would from the 11th November be carried 
on under the style of Hansard and Co., and Mr. J. R. Black 
will sign the firm per procuration. The partnership between 
William Curtis and Joseph Viney, carrying on business as 
hotelkeepers at Yokohama, was dissolved on the 31st October; 
outstanding accounts to be liquidated by W. Curtis. 

HAKODADI. 

Dates from this port are to the 10th November. 

So seldom do we learn anything of what is passing at this 
ultima Thule of commerce that a correspondence between Mr. 
Consul Vyse and Mr. A. P. Porter (Porter, Dents, and Blakis- 
ton), dated so far back as January, 1864, has but just turned 
up. In reply toa request from the Consul, Mr. Porter gives 
the.following information as to the trade of the port 

Exronrs.—The principal are seaweed, timber of various kinds, dried 
fish, deer skins, deer horns, fish oil, tobacco, potatoes, charcoal and but 
Tittle else. Indeed, the trade of Hakodadi is but little worth, and could 
‘be well done by one or two firms or agents, who would then make 
a little money, probably ; but, as the goods are mostly of that cheap 
and bulky nature, the freights become very high to get them 
to amarket, which makes the profit small. As we are so far away from 
the nearest China port, such goods as silk or tea are hardly known here. 
Our principal exports are to Shanghai, sometimes to Nagasaki and Tien- 
tsin. But two vessels have has yet been sent to Europe, viz., the Sea 
Witch, with a cargo of oil, and the Alpaca, oil and tobacco, in the year 
1862," Salt is lately exported into Northern Russia, principally by the 
Russian Government transports. 








The detriment to our trade is the Hrchange. The Mexican 
dollar, years ago, was worth its weight in itzebus—a native coin, or 
copper cash 5,921, but to-day the market value of the dollar is but cash, 


iron, 3,600 ; consequently, in purchasing anything, we have to pay a much 
higher rate accordingly. For instance, sea-weed that, four years ago, we 
could buy for 1.60 dollar up to 7.70 dollars, we now pay 2.80 dollars; 
which, if not for exchange, would be equal to 1.90 dollars, Thus it is 
that our trade in Japan is ruined, and what ought to be the mer- 
chant’s profit, according to Treaty rights—see Article X. British 
Treaty—is eaten up in excbango to the benefit of the Japanese 

Foment; but, as we are here, we are obliged to bear it. 
In consequence of this, doubtless, the trade has not expanded so much as 
it might bave dove in the four years I have been here. 1 see but little 
difference to what it was when IGint came, In speaking of exchange, I 
tay also remark on the peculiar fact thet a. Mexican dollar belonging to 
any foreign Government official is at all times worth to the Japanese 
Government 3 itzebus, or 5,100 cash. It would be well if the dollars of 
the merchants were of the same value. 

Mr. Porter considers that many of the Daimios are friendly 
disposed to foreigners and foreign trade, mentioning particularly 
four—Sengaro, on the north end of Niphon; and Xanga, 
Shendai, and Aitchezen-no-Kami, on the west coast. This 
feeling has been pleasingly evinced by their kindness in cases 
of wreck. 

Another diffivulty in the way of the merchant is the system 
of trading through the danto of a firm—the native clerk or 
petty broker. “In cases of contract it may be necessary to 
advance money; which, if on the security of the mer- 
chant himself, would. probably be safe, but in his 
banto’s or broker’s name always falls through if brought 
before the native officials; who are sure to say he is 
very poor and cannot pay, although at the same time they 
woll know the merchant who owns the goods, whatever they 
may be, if for sale, or who heis who may have bought from a 
foreigner.” The Governor had lately issued an edict desiring 
that no credit should be given either by Japanese or foreigners, 
but this, Mr. Porter thinks, is safest left to the merchant’s own 
Good judgment, He recommends also that junks should be 
Permitted to go alonside [the foreign vessel and discharge at 
once into her, instead of having to land the goods and ship 
them off in cargo-boats. “About two years ago this was 
tried in Her Britannic Majesty’s Consulate before Mr. Eusden 
and others, all the Consuls here at that time giving it as 
their opinion that the junks should go alongside foreign vesscls, 
if required to do s0; also that they could not come under the 
Treaty Clauso,VLI, or Regulation Il, as transshipment—as by 





— 
transshipment was meant from onefforeign vessel to another 
foreign vessel ; and that junks should be considered as cargo 
boats, and the duty on all goods shipped by them should be 
paid for as any other, according to Treaty. The Consuls at 
that time were Mr. Eusden, Mr. Goskavitz, and Mr. Pitts, Acting 
United States Commercial Agent.” 


CHINA. 
‘TIEN-TSEN, 

Dates from this port are up to the 15th November, vid 
Shanghai, per steamer Fedo, 

Business in imports continued very stagnant, and little im- 
provement can be expected until cotton goods can be laid down 
at a much lower figure than at present. The opium business 
is growing smaller every year, which is to be accounted for by 
the fact that the growth of the native drug is largely on tho 
increase in the North, and this can be sold much cheaper than 
the foreign drug. The export of cotton continues brisk, and 
the price is firm at 15 taels per picul. 

The Spanish legation was still at Tien-tsin. The envoy has 
succeeded in making a treaty, but it is not yet signed. His 
Excellency would leave for Peking in a few days, 

‘The British barque Queen of Avon had been on shore 17 days, 
on the Sha-lui-teen, a dangerous and rocky point ; part of her 
cargo had to be thrown overboard. 

SHANGHAI 

The dates are now down to the 25th Noy. The English 
mail of 26th Sept. arrived out on the 16th, as reported in 
our last. 

It is ramoured that Commodore Montressor, of the Severn, 
will assume the temporary command of the fleet, and that 
Admiral Kuper may be expected home with Sir R, Alcock. 

‘We regret to announce that Sir Harry Parkes, while in the 
Consular grounds, was hurt by a deer who butted at his legs. 
He was able to attend the races (an account of which was 
given in our last) with the aid of supports. 

There has been another small fire in the compound styled 
Teen-chung, confined, however, to servants’ dwellings. 

Grace, the pedestrian, has completed his walk of 1,000 miles 
in 1,000 hours, his 998th, in the presence of some of the con- 
sular authorities in this quarter, being done in eight minutes. 

The following on docks inChina is from the Friend of China: — 
“We hear. from Hong Kong that Mr. John Lamont has sold 
his two docks at Aberdeen (Shek-pai-wan) for $320,000, the 
purchasers being the Company recently started, with a limited 
liability, under the designation of the Whampoa and Hong 
Kong Dock Company. This is a large sum of moncy to pay 
on an experiment—the present amount of competition in dock- 
ing business in China rendering what was once an ex- 
ceedingly safe investment, a speculation not far from 
chimerical, The speculative part of it, however, is the 
business of thoso interested. Wo aro only giad that 
Mr. Lamont, the firat European to establish a shipwright’s yard 
in Hong Kong, has made, after his quarter of a century’s hard 
toil in China waters, a good and well-deserved property ; no 
memoir of men who have raised themselves to positions of 
wealth and respect being more calculated to show what energy, 
sobriety, and strict principle can effect than would be that of 
the warm-hearted highlander known as “ Jock Lamont,” erst- 
while carpenter of the East Indiaman the Fort William, and 
who will now, we suppose, leave the field to tho ploughing of 
younger men. 

“ With regard to docks generally, besides those at Whampoa, 
there is one at Amoy, another, or an apology for one, at Foo- 
chow, and four here at Shanghai, One of these, the last 
opened, Messrs. Collyer and Lambert's, we have not scen yet ; 
its site being so far off that a charter of the yacht Donington 
for @ day’s excursion is necessary before an editor, with 
three issues a week, can venture away so far from home. It 
must be a grand affair, however, or it would not be able 
to accommodate so long and beamy a vessel as Messrs, 
Dent and Co.’s Fusiyama, which recently underwent an 
overhaul in it. Next in newness is Mr. Muirbead’s, or 
the Pootung-dock ; also a dock of considerable magnitude, and 
extensively patronized, as shown by our shipping list during tho 
last three months or go, and averaging an entry of one vessel in 
three days; a return, at the dockage rates given, most satis- 
factory, we conclude, to the shareholders, In this dock, too, 
we have another instance of what Caledonian perseverence and 
skill can do in the face of obstacles which people of other 
eountries might break down under, 
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“ Lastly, weJhave the Old and New American Docks, proper- 
ties in which immense sums have been swallowed to make 
complete ; yet all,as we aro advised, returning respectable 
dividends. ‘The Old Dock, however, was a long time in getting 
water-tight, and is now kept so by a caloric engine, occupying 
a space of under a thousand cubit fect, and going night aud 
day. Thus, by 60 many docks in this quarter, the day is gone 
by when those in the south wero employed in all cases, and 
made fortunes for all interested in them.” 

‘The. Franco-Chinese contingent in the province of Chekeang 
was disbanded at the close of October, men and officers 
receiving a bonus of two months’ pay. The force had pre- 
viously been reduced to 500 men; but, by order we learn of 
the'Futai, has now been completely broken up. 

The North China Daily News bas the following notice of the 
indefatigable Taotai :—‘ The Taotai is said to take periodical 
midnight walks through the city and suburbs, in order to pick 
up any waifs and strays of information which may fall in his 
way. He strolls about, disguised of course, and no doubt hears 
the most candid expression’ of opinion with regard to himself. 
In thus doing, his Excellency Ting follows the example of many 
renowned Western potentates, and we trust that the 
same good results which are said to have attended the 
discoveries made by them will follow the ‘aotai’s noc- 
turnal investigations. The Chinese are now occupied 
with a story to the effect that a night or two ago Ting mado his 
appearance in a gambling house, and got into a dispute with 
some one or another whom he detected cheating. A row 
ensued, but ono of the party recognising the Taotai gave the 
alarm, and the house was quickly emptied. The individual who 
had got into the dispute was however captured and carried into 
the city, whero after the wholesale administration of two 
dundred blows he was “ warned and dismissed.” We are glad 
to see his Excellency thus initiating a system by which he will 
be put in possession of many facts relative to the wrongs 
inflicted by the smaller mandarins, of which otherwise he would 

-never hear,” 

Colovel Gordon takes his departure for England by this 
mail, and the merchants have recorded their appreciation of 
his services to the trade of China, 

The British clipper ship Jane Lecch arrived at Woosung from 
London via Amoy on the 14th Novomber. Sho experienced 
an unusually rough passage after leaving Anjer, which place 

-Bhe left on the 27th August, and encountered light variable 
winds passing through Macclesfield Chanuel.on the 2nd Sept. 
A series of south-westerly gales and strong winds were met with 
up to the Prata Shoal, which she passed on the 15th Sept. and 
sighted the, coast of China on the},17th, the wind blowing 
strong from the N.E. Sighted the N.E. point of Formosa 
Island on the evening of the 23rd, bearing from N.N.E. to 
N.E. The wind still blowing from the N.E. and increasing, sail 
was shortened, the ship plunging heavily. At noon on the 
following day it was blowing a terrific gale, and the decks were 
constantly flooded, the ship behaving nobly. Lat. by obs. 26 
N.,long. 121.45 E, gale and sea increasing. At 6 P.M. wore 
the ship to the N.W. At midnight, in consequence of the 
fury of the gale and the current, the ship was driving fast to 
leeward and it was necessary to wear her to the eastward. 
Sunday morning the fore-top-sail blew out of the bolt ropes, 
At noon sighted Pinnacle Island to leeward and Craig Island 
‘ahead, but could not weather ; set the fore sail and ran to the 
N.E. for three hours. At 3 p.m. laid the ship to again on the 
Port tack, heading up N.E, with a tremendous head sea froin 
N.N.E. Towards midaight, gale and sea increasing, so much 
so that the deck and cabin was constantly flooded.. The 
pumps were constantly attended to during the gale ; the cross- 
jack and mizen royal blew out of the gaskets. Capt. Bingham, 
Beeing that there was no chance of the gale abating, made for 
Lan-o Bay at the N.E. end of Formosa, At midnight the main 
trysail sheet parted. At 3am. on Monday the spanker gaff 
fell and severely injured the man at the wheel. At 4 au. 
‘wore ship to the N.W.; the fore topsail yard got unparrelled, 
carrying away all the topmast and rigging, breaking the top in 
pieces, and seriously damaging the fore-topmast.. The men 
being constantly on deck, were quite exhausted ; the quarter 
boats and bulwarks on starboard side were carried away, At 
6 at. on Tuesday, the mon being so much exhausted from 
exposure and hard work, several were laid up, the foresail was 
set, which split from head to foot immediately, Having had 
no observation for two days, ran for Ship Island on the N.E. 
ead of Formosa, which was fortunately sighted during the fore- 





noon, from which place the ship was steered for Lan-o Bay and 
anchored. At 3.30 p.m. Captain Bingham started to the vil- 
lage for the purpose of obtaining a gang to come off to the ship 
to work ; and after a great deal of difficulty succeeded in get- 
ting a gang to go on board the following day. The village lay 
at the foot of very steep hills which enclose the bay. The 
chief officer and seven of the men fell sick, and there were 
evident signs of the gale breaking; the remaining portion of 
the crew that were not disabled by sickness were engaged 
making ready for sea, the natives assisting. Sunday was a day 
of rest for the men, expecting to sail on the following day, and 
sailed accordingly. At 7 P.M. on Tuesday, anchored off Tamsui. 
On Friday 4 P.x, sailed for Amoy, Captain Paterson, late of 
the Hamburg brig Matilde, took passage in the Jane Leech, 
having lost his vessel off Tamsui during the same gale. 

We find the following account of theatricals in the North 
China Daily News :—The programme announced for Miss Julia 
Edouin’s benefit was so full, that perfect acquaintance with the 
different parts could hardly have been expected from the 
already well-worked performers. This was more especially the 
case, as the erection of a new proscenium must have rendered 
it impossible to use the stage for rehearsal on the day of the 
performance. ‘he first piece, “Hard Struggles,” is in itself 
somewhat halting. It seems to be a three act drama not very 
judiciously crammed into one act. Miss Julia Edouin as Amy 
won all hearts by the simplicity with which sho acted. Miss 
Rose Edouin as Lilian, and Messrs, Creswick and Andrews, 
materially aided the success of the piece. The scene from 
“King John” which followed took the house by surprise. It 
was impossible to anticipate that the popular danscuse should 
so interpret the ideas of England’s noblest poet, as to prove 
the possession of true appreciation of the bard’s meaning. 
Mr. Birch, as Hubert, acted well up to Miss Edouin’s Prince 
Arthur—indeed the scene from Shakespeare was the gem of the 
evening, and gives promise of a future excellence in Miss Julia 
Edouin’s case which her warmest admirers could before hardly 
have hoped for her. The sword dance we have seen as well 
performed on other boards, It was followed by the Fille du 
Regiment dance, which was warmly encored. We should be 
glad to give a favourable report of the after-piece. It is, when 
well put on the stage, one of the most effective burlesques in the 
language. One jar puts the entire fabric out of joint, and unless 
the prompter be very ready, a hiatus, painful to the performers 
and amusing to the audience, is the result, The prompter in 
Wednesday evening's burlesque was either not at his post, or 
did not pay sufficient attention, and hence one or two difficulties, 
which, however, served to display the extraordinary self-posses- 
sion of Misses Rose Edouin and Lizie Naylor. Miss J. 
Edouin and Miss Nye, as the benovolent fairies, had not very 
much to do, but contributed to the measure of success which 
attended the piece. 

The meeting of the Shanghai Volunteer Rifles was singularly 
favoured by the weather, although it wasexcessively warm for 
the time of year, In the afternoon the sun shining full in the 
competitors’ faces must have seriously incommoded them, The 
first prize shot for was

The Times’ correspondent on the rebellion writes :— 
Although the remnants of the rebel forces have no recognised head, 
they continue, under the leadership of different chiefs, to give great 
trouble, and to excite lively alarm in the minds of thelocal authorities. A 
severe defeat has just been inflicted on them in Kiangsi, but they are 
reported to be in considerable force in Fohkien, where one band has 
taken the city of Chan-Chom, not far from Amoy ; another is menacing 
Swatow; and a third, which has just issued from Kiangsi, has taken three 
first-class cities, almost without opposition, on the borders. Her Majesty's 
gunboats, Janus, Flamer, and Dove, and the sloop Swallow are lying at 
the former port, ready to protect it in case any attempt be made againt 
it, and the Grasshopper ia at Swatow, The Chinese evidently regard 
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the matter as grave, for they have chartered the steamers Viola and Sir 
Harry Parkes, and the ship Sandringham, to carry troops from Ningpo 
to Fuo-chow, and have already despatched 5,000 men, But so far 
as I can learn, the insurgents merit the name of brigands rather than the 
more respectable one of rebels. They have now neither organisation 
nor bead. The force which is ravaging Fohkien is an agglomeration of 
those bands which are an inevitable consequence of a great rebellion in a 
country like China, where the Executive is too weak and inert to 
vigorously stamp out the embers after having subdued the fire. On 
retreating from the provinces which they had so long occupied the broken 
bands of the Taipings found congenial spirits in the bandits, who had 
made their homes in the mountains of. Kiangsi, and joining their strength 
they have contrived to render themselves formidable and exceedingly 
troublesome to the local authorities. It is sincerely to be hoped that the 
Fobkien authorjties will avail themselves of the services of Colonel 
Cooke’s contingent if the Chekiang Futai persevere in his intention to 
disband it, The Franco-Chinese are already a thing of the past; they 
were disbanded with a bonus of two months’ salary at the close of last 
month, and their commander, D’Aiguebelle, has left China with, 
it is reported, a large fortune, accumulated during some fifteen 
months’ service. They were undoubtedly of great service to the 
Imperialists during their brief career, but their organisation and 
the personnel of the officers were much inferior to those 
‘of the Anglo-Chinese—rough as were many of the men who served in 
the latter corps. It only remains for Cooke's force to be broken up, and 
aandarin incompetency and jealousy will hare succeeded in throwing 
‘open the province again to the raid of any of the brigands who exist in 
such large numbers in the adjacent one of Kiangsi. Fortunately, in the 
battle to which I have alluded above, they lost almost the only two chiefs 
Of note who remained unaccounted for after the fall of Nanking and Hoo- 
chow. One, Hung-yuan-chéng, a near relative of the Tien-wang, was 
killed in action; the second, the Yu-wang, a cousin of Chung-wang, was 
taken prisoner, and will, of course, be decapitated. Their army was de- 
feated with great loss and dispersed, and having lost its two 
feaders is not not likely to reassemble. It will be resolved into 
‘separate bands of plunderers, each following its own chief, which will 
go on robbing and murdering until one by one they are exterminated. 
‘There are rumours, too, of disturbances in the neighhourhood of Loochow, 
‘a large city in the centre of Anhwei. Tsen-kwo-fan has gone thither in 
person with a large force to restore order. 1t is said that this powerful 
maandarin will on his return vacate his governor-generalship, and_procced 
‘to Peking to take his seat as President of the Board of Li-hung- 
chang, the present Futai of Keangsu, is spoken of as his successor. If 
this surmise be correct, the services of the latter in extinguishing the 
rebellion in this province must indeed have been highly appreciated; for 
the post to be vacated by Tsen-kwo-fan is to the other vice- 
royalties what the Govemor-Generalship of India is to a Govern- 
‘ment in any of the colonies; a Governor-General from one of the 
Jess important ports is, therefore, generally promoted to it. It isto be 
hoped that if he do indeed gain the supreme control over Keangsu, 
Avhwei. and Kiangsi, Li will be as successful in treading out the remnants 
of the rebellion from the latter province as he was in crushing its head in 
the former. _1t is possible, however, that these reports may be premature, 
for grave differences in opinion are spoken of between Tsen-kwo-fan and 
the Seng-wang, better known to foreigners as Sankolinsin, generalissimo 
of the Imperiatist forces. The latter accuses Tsen and Li of selfishness in 
‘thiving disbanded their troops directly after the fall of Nanking, instead of 
keeping them to suppress disturbances in other provinces, 

‘The correspondent also notices the narrative of Europeans in 


the rebel forces, which will be found in full in another column.

é A Hankow correspondent, writing under date of the 16th 
inst. confirms the rumours lately current as to the approach 
of Nien-fei. The Chinese officials are still in a state of tremor, 
and endeavour to enlist the active sympathies of the foreign 
officials, It is in contemplation to get up oue day’s racing on 
the 8th prox. but the preliminaries have not yet been settled.

‘We have further accounts of the rebels or banditti, and the Im- 
Perial authorities are active. They have chartered several foreign 
vessels to convey troops to Foochow, Amoy, and Swatow. ‘The 
vessels include four British steamers—the Sir Harry Parkes, 
the Viola, the Shoocyleen, and the Chou-pou-yuen, and the sailing 
vessels Sandringham and Zingari. ‘Lhe soldiers are accompanied 
by over a dozen foreigners, including Colonel Moore, formerly of 
Reynolds's Contingens. 

















Axor. 

The advices from Amoy continue very unfavourable. The 
rebels still hold Chang Chow, but, strange to say, nothing defi- 
aite bas been uscertained concerningjthem. We should have 
supposed that the Consuls, or the missionaries, or the Chinese 
elders, would long ere this have opened communications with 
them. It is the general impression of the foreign community 
of Amoy, that these insurgents have obtained s firm footing in 
the province, and that it will require a long time to dislodge 
them, That they are Taipings there is no reason to doubt, 
thet their number is increasing is positively affirmed, 
aud that there are forcign rowdies among them is pretty well 
ascertained. We can learn nothing further about the reported 
capture of Wan-chew, a most important movement should it 
really have taken place. Business generally at Amoy continued 
at a standstill. ‘Cotton was selling in small quantities for 





local consumption, being required for stuffing blankets and 
winter clothes. Ningpo quality was quoted $27.« Rice had 
advanced The rebels are said to be cutting the crops around 
Ching-chow. The supply had, however, as yet kept time with 
the consumption, but a scarcity was apprehended. 

HONG KONG. 

The English mail of 10 Oct., which left Singapore in the 
Salsctte on the 24th Nov., had not arrived out on the 1st Dec., 
our latest date. It is conjectured that the Salsctte had fallen 
short of coal and put into Manila. 

The trial of the soldiers of the 99th Regt. ended on the 
28th November in a verdict of Not Guilty. 

On the recal of Sir Rutherford Alcock the China Jail has 
the following :— 

“We can only repeat what we have already urged, that the 
removal of Mr. Alcock was a mistake on the part of Her Majesty’s 
Ministers. He has passed very many years in Japan and the 
adjacent Empire of China, studying, no doubt, the peculiar 
idiosyncrasies of both races; he was at any time prepared to 
advise in case of difficulty; his policy has proved to a great 
extent correct ; and he ought to have been allowed a chance of 
following it up. People here say that the recalling of Sir R. 
Alcock is merely a device of the English Cabinet to meet the 
objections of the peace party at home, and to stavo off attacks 
similar to those which were based upon the affairs at Kagosima, 
If this be so we should decidedly say that Sir Rutherford was 
in luck. The operations at Simonoscki were of an unusually 
mild sort, and proved as thoroughly effective as could have been 
expected by the peace party itself. In the meantime all con- 
tinues to go well in Japan.” 

HONG KONG. 
THE TRIP OF THE HONG KONG VOLUNTEERS TO MACAO, 

We find in the Hong Kong Evering Mail an account of the 
visit of the Volunteers to Macao, from which we gather the 
following :— 

After parading at Murray Barracks, and settling all the usual 
preliminaries, tke corps, headed by their band, marched down 
to Pedder’s wharf at 9 o’clock’on the morning of the 19th 
November. In about half an hour all tho guns wero on board, 
and the Feiseen, skilfully handled by Captain Carroll, emanci- 
pated itself from the swarms of small craft in the harbour, and, 
amid the cheers of the crowds on shore, and the answering 
shouts of the Volunteers, left Hong Kong behind. The muster 
was tolerable, but owing to the dilatoriness of ‘a certain tailor, 
the Rifle Company was unable to make quite so good an appear- 
ance as it would doubtless, otherwise have done. The following 
is the official muster:—Officers (including the Acting-Chaplain), 
9; sergeants, 7; musicians, 25; trumpeters and buglers, 3; 
rank and file, 69 ;—total (including Mr. Deano, a.p.c.), 114. 
‘The armament consisted of four 3-pounder guns, and 4 2.5th 
inch howitzers. Everything at Macao had put on a holiday 
appearance where we arrived at 1 o'clock. The guns below 
were manned, while the Rifles and band filed along the side of 
the steamer. The Portuguese flag was hoisted at the fore, a 
salute of twenty-one guns was fired with admirable steadiness, 
and the band played the Portuguese National Authem. The 
salute was promptly returned by twenty-one guus from the 
Governor's fort; at half-past one Commandant Brine and 
officers landed, and were received by Mr. Marques, who gave 
them a hearty welcome, to which Colonel Brine replied :— 

Mr. Marques and Gentlemen,—In the name of the Governor and 
inhabitants of the Colony of Hong Kong, both civil and military, and 
likewise on the part of the Volunteers under my command, I beg to 
tender you our sincere thanks for your address, and the welcome the 
Governor and inhabitants of Macao propose togiveus. I trust our bear- 
ing and conduct on the occasion will be such as to merit your heart 
approval, for | am satisfied the same is our wish, On our parts, we shall 
Le very thankful for any attention and courtesy you may show us, and 
gladly anticipate the day when it may please the battalion of Macao to 
make a retum visit to the Colony of Hong Kong. God bless your 

ing 

‘The corps having landed with their guns, were marched on to 
the Praya, and formed there under a hot sum. Before the 
Palace they saluted the Governor, and having formed to the 
right of the Governor's Fort, the salute of nine guns given by 
the San Francisco Fort was answered by 21. Three cheers 
were then given on either side, and the corps was dismissed at 
the Royal Hotel, the Macao band the while}playing “God save 
the Queen.” Here Mr. Reed had prepared every comfort, and 
general cordiality smoothed any little hitch that might have 
occurred in the general2bustle, In the eveuing, while the 
Macao band played, a promenade took place in the Praya 
Grande, which, always attractive, was now enhanced in beauty 
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by the illuminations at the Governor’s and the Royal Hotel, 
which latter boasted, among other adornments, of 2,300 lamps. 

At head-quarters the dinner was served in relays, Colonel 
Brive presiding over one mess, accompanied by the British Con- 
sular Agent, Mr, Lanca, After dinner Colonel Brine proposed 
“Tho King of Portugal.” The toast was drunk with all honours, 
and the national air played by the band, Mr. Lanca replied, 
and proposed “ Queen Victoria,” which was also drunk amid 
great cheering, and “God save the Queen” by the band. 

Tho Commandant again rose, and referring to the pleasure, so 
unexpected six months ago, of dining at Macao with their own 
band, said he hoped to be able to repay the compliment, and 
proposed “The Governor and people of Macao.” 

Mr, Lanca returned thanks, and proposed “ Tho Hong Kong 
Volunteers.” 

Colonel Brine then rose, and after bestowing great and well- 
merited praise on the military, proposed “The Regulars, 
coupled with the name of Captain Carey.” 

Captain Carey gave “ Major Brine,” who responded. 

Dr. Murray then gave “ The Rifles and Captain Coxon.” 

Captain Coxon in returning thanks humorously alluded to 
the delinquencies of the tailor and gave “ Aide-de-Camp Deane,” 
who replied in the usual way. 

Lieutenant Henderson gave “The National Guard of Macao.” 

Mi. Lanca replied, proposing “ Commandant Brine.” 

Captain Carey gave the “Non-Commissioned Officers” 
coupled with Sergeant Wilson; and Dr. Murray, in giving “The 
Band,” alluded to their wondrous improvement and ascribed it 
to Sergeant Story, who in a brief speech having denied his 
superiority to the other members, gave way to the last toast, 
“The Ladies of Macao.” 

The grand feature, however, of the reception was the dejeuner 
in the Parade Ground, The decorations of the building and 
table were universally allowed to be superior to all China had 
as yet seen. Floral devices and flags of every description giving 
it a beautifully bright appearance. 

The Volunteers reached the Parade Ground shortly after one 
o'clock ; and soon after they had formed, his Fxcellency the 
Governor and staff arrived. They were received by a Royal 
salute of twenty-one guns; and the admirable way in which 
this salute was timed by Lieutenant Cohen, and fired by the 
battery, was the subject of general remark. The following 
were the mancuvres gono through before his Excellency :— 
Trotted past, changed front to rear on the centre, left and 
right reverse, formed line by right wheel, and broke off to lunch, 
Those who were best able to judge gave their testimony to the 
steadiness with which every movement was gone through. 
After the viands had obtained ample justice, his Excellency 
Governor Amaral then proposed the health of the Hong Kong 
Volunteers : 

Gentlemen, —If the mere thought of the gallant volunteers of Hon; 
Kong coming, as a corps, to pay us a visit, deserves our thanks, we feel 


atill more obliged by the delicate manner in which this their act of cour- 
tesy has been carried out, 

We must basten (o add, that auch a manifestation of their sympathy 
does not surprise us—for this sentiment exists between the English and 
Portuguese, and sprang up from a close alliaace of the two nations, which 
counts ages alread: 

It is most gratifying to receive to-day a proof of our old friendship, 
thousands of miles away from our mother countries, and on the threshold 
of avast empire, which we were the first to throw open, and which to 
powerful Albion chiefly we and other nations owe the benefits we enjoy. 

Let us therefore drink to our gallant guests, Let us show, by our loud 
cheers, our cordial appreciation of their visit, 

Prosperity to the Hong Kong Volunteers. 

Commandant Brine returned thanks in the following 
manner :— 

Your Excellency and Gentlemen,—In returning thanks for the hand- 
some manner in which you have drunk our healths, I beg on the part of 
the Hong Kong Volunteers to express to you how fully we appreciate the 
compliment you base paid us, and the extreme courtesy shown for us both 
yesterday, on our arrival, and to-day. The same will be very gratifying 
to his Excellency, the Governor, and the inbabitants of Hong Kong. From 
the first the former has taken great interest in the welfare of the corps [ 
have the honour to command, and not less so in this international visit. 
‘We can only hope for a return visit, and that shortly, when we will try to 
do our best and give as warm a welcome, and if possible as handsome a 
reception, as we have met with from your Excellency and the inhabitants 
of Macao, not forgetting the Chinese. As far as I am concerned, I 
have only to thank those around me, viz., the volunteers who have 
backed me up, and you who have received us. To both I feel deep 
gratitude, and with the permission of your Excellency and the earnest 
wish of the Hong Kong Volunteers, I beg to give, with all true 
British honours and cheers, the health of yourjKing, Don Louis the 
First, your Queen, and the Governor and inhabitants of Macao. 

The last toast was received with the well known and inimit- 
able British cheers, 


The Governor, in replying to “Tho King of Portugal, tho 

















Queen, and the Governor and inhabitants of Macao,” gave in 
return tho health of the gallant Commandant of the H.K.V. ; to 
which Colonel Brine replied, giving the health of “ Mr. Marques 
and others of Macao who have given us this entertainment,” 
(Prolonged cheers.) 

Mr, Marques returned thanks. 

Colonel Brine next gave the “ Volunteers of Macao.” 

His Excellency replied in Portuguese, to the effect that the 
visit of the Hong Kong Volunteers would give a fresh impetus 
to the Volunteer movement in Macao. 

Dr. Murray, in proposing the “ Health of the Ladies,” said he 
had in his time seen many a popular demonstration, but he had 
never enjoyed the pleasure of seeing one in which the guod- 
feeling, hospitality, aud courtesy could be compared with that 
which they (the Volunteers) had met with in Macno on their 
present visit. Amongst the din of cheers the Doctor’s words 
were inaudible, but the ladies were observed to answer the com- 
pliment paid them by waving their handkerchiefs. 

To this toast his Excellency replied, and the last toast was 
that of “Governor Robinson,” proposed by the Governor, to 
which Colonel Brine replied in appropriate terms. 

After this the corps, after saluting the Governor, was marched 
back to head-quarters. 

In the evening, his Excellency the Governorand lady enter- 
tained the Commandant, officers, and several of the non-com- 
missioned officers in the palace. Thirty-eight in all sat down 
todinner. Of ten officers, two were unexpectedly absent—viz., 
the Acting Honorary Chaplain, Rev. Mr. T. Stringer ; and the 
Band-master, Mr. Wagner. On the right of his Excellency 
sat Judge de Pinto, Captain Coxon, Governor's Secretary 
Captain Carey, R.A, and Commandant of the National Guard > 
on Lady Amaral’s right were Lieutenant-Colonel Brine, the 
Archbishop of Macao, and Dr. Adams, On the Governor's 
left. were the Brigadier Commandant of the Garrison, Dep.- 
Com.-General Maturin, Baron Antonio, Lieut. Perceval, R.A., 
and Mr, de Lanca ; and on Madame’s left were Baron do Cercal, 
Dr. Murray, and Mr. Marques, The spacious reception-hall 
and other apartments of the palace were tastefully decorated, 
and every honour done to the corps. The Lieutenant-Colonel. 
Commandant lead the Governor's lady to table. 

After dinner, his Excellency proposed the health of “The 
Queen of England, the Governor of Hong Kong, and the Hong 
Kong Volunteers ;” which was drunk with enthusiasm. 

Commandant Brine,in return, proposed the heulth of “Don 
Louis I. of Portugal and the Governor of Macao,” which was 
also responded to by prolonged “hip, hip, hurrahs.” 

Several other complimentary toasts were given, and the com- 
pany adjourned to the parade ground. 

The fetes of Sunday evening exceeded those of Saturday ; 
and the illuminations were most brilliant. Both the Macao 
and H. K. V. bands were playing on the parade ground ; and 
the crowds which promenaded the ground, or sat on forms or 
chairs, were such that one was compelled to adopt a tortuous 
system of navigation in going the length of the ground, The 
band of the volunteers here shone out very conspicuously ; 
and it was remarked that they bore a favourable comparison 
with their brethren of Macao, A most extraordinary display 
of fireworks was set off on the parade ground, beginning about. 
half-past nine, and lasting two hours. It was prefaced with a 
number of rockets and huge squibs, which served to fill up the 
intervals between the more ambitious parts of the exhibition, 
These latter took great numbers completely by surprise, a8 ® 
display of such a character is very seldom seen in any part of 
China. The beauty of some of the devices, the ease and 
exactness which the various transformations were brought. 
about, the ingenuity with which those transformation-scenes- 
were constructed, called forth frequent expressions of applause 
from the spectators. 

The corps turned out as a guard of honour, while the Com- 
mandant escorted Lady Amaral to the Governor's palace ; after 
which they broke off, A sumptuous supper was, wo under- 
stand, served after this to the members of the corps who chose 
to partake in the marquee on the parade ground. _ 

The departure on Monday morning was,a repetition of the 
tact displayed on the debarkation, From the deck of the 
Feiseen, however, the sight of the large barges, filled with 
«‘ bushbied ” Volunteers, as they neared the steamer, with the 
state barges of the Governor and his staff, was such that if po 
representative of the JUustrated London News was present, the 
metropolitan pictorial has lost an illustration, a better subject 
for which may not occur again for a century. As the barge

Tartoca.—Penang has in general found a quiet market, and easier 
terms have at times had to be submitted to, but little or no variation 
is apparent in quotations from those current at the opening of the 
year. Of Singapore only trif_ing quantities have been received, and 
Tealised at the low prices of 1863. Pearl Tapioca, which in January was 
sold cheaply at 20s. to 2ls., advanced to 23s. Gd. to 24s. 6d. by the month 
of May, but has since been only slowly purchased, and recent rates have 
been 22s, to 233. per cat. 

Psprer.—The imports have been 1,100 tons heavier than in 1863, and 
the home deliveries also 800 tons more, but as those for export have 
diminished, the stock is 700 tons above that of venta. last. For the 
first two months of the year, prices of Eastern were steadily maintained ; 
in March a speculative inquiry, in the expectation of a probable repeal 
of daty, united with an export demand for America, produced an advance 
of 4d. per Ib., Black Singapore being sold at Sid. to 4d., and Penang at 
8§d. to 33d. ;' but on the appearance of the Budget in April, without 
allusion to this article, a reaction set in, and there has since been an 
almost continuous decline, amounting at the close to 3d. per Ib., the more 
recent sales having been 33-16d. for Singapore, and at 2 15-16d. to 
$1-16d. for Penang, with Trang at Sad. The supply of Malabar 
kinds has been of moderate extent; good shot was at one time 
sold as high as 43d. to 43d., and light Malabar and Alleppy 
wort at 44d. to 4jd., but the former afterwards declined to 
4jd. to 43d., and the latter to S$d. to 4d., at which they have since 
remained. The landings of White have been less than in the former year, 
and although the total delivery has somewhat fallen off, the quantity on 
hand is 100 tons lighter than at the end of 1863. In the early part im- 
proving rates were obiained, and middling to fair Singapore ‘and. Penany 
were taken at 5}d. to 54d. ; in May g reduction of 4d. per Ib. took place, anc 
notwithstanding a partial recovery, nothing of moment occurred till 
‘August and September, when the value again receded, and by the month 
of October ord, to fair Singapore and mid. Penang went at 5d. to 5id., 
on which terms, however, there has since been a rally of 3d to 4d. ‘The 
sales of Black for the month are 15,000 bags, and prices are 1-16d. 
higher for Singapore, and 4d. per Ib. for Penang, the present value of 
the former being 3jd., and of the latter 8¢d. 

Hinrs anp Honns.—The import of Batavia, Singapore, &c., has been 
40,794 hides, against 38,548 hides in 1868, and 43,721 hides in 1862. 
From Manila 675 hides, against 2,962 hides in 1863, and 3,248 hides in 
1862. Buffalo hides have generally met a ready sale throughout the 

ear; prices showed little alteration up to August, when an advance of 
d. to 3d. per Ib. took place. Singapore and Penang hides may now be 
quoted jd. to 3d. per Ib. dearer, whilst Yellow Batavia are about the 
same price, and Dark }d. to Id. per Ib. higher than in December last. 

‘he sales of the month have been 5,405 cow and 2,696 buffalo hides at 
late prices :— Cow Hides, Light, 6d. to 64d. per Ib. ; Heavy, 5d. to 6d. 

r Ib. ; Small, 6d. to 63d. per Ib.; Thirds, 4d. to 44d. per Ib. ; Buffalo,

Business can scarcely be said to have recommenced yet in many of the 
articles of import since the Christmas holidays, and to quote prices 
the very limited transactions that have occurred would only lead to mis-

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In their annual Circular, just issued, Messrs. Neill, Brothers, 
and Co. speak as foliows of the prospects of the coming yea: 
As regards the future supply of cotton, it is as yet quite impossible to 
make a delivite estimate for the present year with any great confidence ir 
its accuracy. There are tov many uncertain elements to be taken 
into account, and too few certain ones. Who can say how much 
American cotton will this year escape the blockade ; how much East 
Todian or China of last crop has been kept back in the in- 
terior in consequence of the late financial crisis; or how far 
the Bombay, Scinde, Bengal, and Madras crops, concerning all 
of which complaints have been received, have reully been damaged ? 
A fair progressive increase may be anticipated from Brazil, Egypt, and 
Turkey, notwithstanding so disastrous a season in the latter country that 
estimates are not now one-half what might have been expected from the 
extent of land sown, but this can hardly be predicated of the East Indian 
supply, while a falling off is highly probable from America. In the 
absence of any facts to the contrary, it may be assumed that, after the 
effects of the recent crisis have been got over, a continued increase may be 
expected from China and Japan, and such may aleo be anticipated from the 
small miscellancous sources. On the whole, therefore, there will be some in- 
rease,(but probably not so large an increase as has occurred this year. There 
are already indications that in some quarters the extreme limit of cultiva- 
tion, with present resources, has been reached. In Egypt it has been found 
for some time past that the peuple have, in consequence of the neglect of 
cereals in favour of cotton, become too dependent on foreign supplies of 
grain, and the Pasha has just interdicted every farmer from sowing next 
season more than one-fourth of his land in cotton, This is regarded at 
Alexandria as a most serious step, as it is believed that it will 
reduce next year's cotton crop into comparatively moderate com- 
pass. Indications of scarcity of food have also been observed in 
some parts of India, attributed to the same cause, Butit must be remem- 
bered that we commence this year with an excess of stock over that of 
last year of 248,000 bales, a large proportion of which, however, must be 
attributed to diminished consumption during the late crisis, which must be 
radually made up. At present the consumption is estimated to be 7,0U0 
les weekly in excess of last year, and, as the continental spinners have 
Tun themselves exceedingly low in stock, it is thought that they will require 
at least 2,000 to 3,000 bales weeily in exces of the very small quantity 
they ook for the first three months last year, when they were kept out of 
the market by the Danish war and apprehensions of its extension. At the 
same time from the small quantity at sea, the imports promise for at least 
the first three or four moaths of the year to be on a very limited scale, and 
Prices will, therefore, have the support of a constantly reducing stock. 









































Tra.—We have again to record a very unsatisfactory state of affairs as 


far as importers are concerned. The stock at the beginning of the year 


was a very full one, whilst the arrivals have been nearly, if not quite, 
the consequence has been that our market hes

been over supplied, and there has been a constant pressure to sell, 
‘Trade have been very cautious buyers throughout, whilst in rare it 
has there been any relief from speculation, and the result has been 
serious loss to importers, Notwithstanding this, and the adverse accounts 
sent out from this side to China, more eagerness has been displayed this 
season in hurrying forward teas than has ever been known before—the 
total of export for the first six months of the season reaching 90,000,000 
Ibs., and at prices which must again leave heavy lose. As long as this 
system of hurrying forward shipments early in the season gocs on, we fear 
there is no hope for any rally in our markets, as the trade will not hold the 
hey used to do, finding their advantage in moderate holdings, owing 
to the rapidity with which they can renew their supplies, ‘Thus the onus of 
holding the stock is thrown mainly on importers, who, to compensate 
themselves, should look to a low range of prices in Chiua, it being very 
diificult to get spzculators into the market, as itis often found that owing 
to ite hurried preparation fur an early market in Chioa, Tea loses 
its guality by keeping, and that thus any advance in the market 
is lost by the deterioration which has taken place in the article. 
The statistics for the United Kingdom show a considerable decrease in 
imports. the total being 122,687,600 Ibs., against 136,123,500 Ibs. last 
year. The deliveries show an increase of 4,800,000 Ibs, of which 
250,000 lbs. mption, and_1,350,000 Ibs. in export, 
the total being 116,800,000 Ibs., against 112,000,000 Ibs. The stock 
we estimate at 9,500,000 Ibs., against 89,184,000 Ibs., and the 
quantity float at 44,577,000 Ibs., against 41,500,000 Ibs, last year. 
The circular of Messrs.’ Mitchell’ and Aspinall states:—“Io giving 
our annual retrospect of the tea market for the past year, we much regret 
to record it as having been one of the most disastrous in its results 
to importers, and unsatisfactory to wholesale dealers, that has occured for 
many years past. 4 upon the former (consequent chiefly 
upon the extreme rates ruling in China), having been probably of greater 
magnitude than were ever belore experienced, whilst the latter, instead of 
ing any advantage, have on the contrary found the greatest 






































dificulty in operating with any degree of ‘safety, owing to the 
almost continuous depreciation in the value of their stock.” 
Messrs. Shepard, Harrison, and Rehden state :—“ The past year, like the 





preceding, has proved disastrous to importers, and to the wholesale trade 
the results cannot be considered satisfactory, owing to declining markets, 
caused by over-supply and the monetary difficulties that have happened 
throughout the year. The retailer, and partially the consumer, have 
reaped the full benefit of the reduced duty. Atter the results of season 
1863, and with no outside elements to influence the action of the tea 
market here, it is difficult to account for the eagerness and apparent 
recklessness with which supplies have been pushed on from China 
during the present season, our advices during the whole of the past year 
being against a high range of prices. The imports, although not so large 
as the previous year, are still in excess of the deliveries, and have consisted 
mainly of the lower grades of Congou, whilst the supply of fine has again 
been short, and would have been much felt were it nut for the increasing 
supply of ladia tea, which continues to grow more and more in favour, 
owing to its great strength, and which in competition with China growth 
may be the means of improving the curing and manufacture of the latter, 
which has fallen off so much of late years, there being hardly an excep- 
tion where the Kaisows of this season are not mixed with old leaf. 
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FortNicHTLy Report.—During the past fortnight business has been 
‘very moderate, as is usual at this time, and quotations for Coagous show 
searcely any variation. Oolongs of medium quality have sold lower at 

ublic sale. Souchongs and Flowery Pekoes show no alteration. Scented 
Feat : both Capers and Orange Pekoes have been in steady demand, and 
prices show a further small advance. In Uncoloured Japans there is 
nothing new to notice. Green Teas have been fairly saleable at the de- 
+ cline last quoted. Canton Young Hyson of good to fine kinds sold at 
public sale without reserve at a decline of fully 2d. per Ib. ; fair qualities 
of Gunpowder also went lower. The public sales on the 3rd instant 
comprised 7,954 packages, of which 6,000 packages were sold, 5,964 
packages being without reserve. 

Ar New Yorx.—The market is quite dull, and prices favour buyers. 
‘The sales are 1,300 half chests Green, 200 uncoloured Japan. and 8,000 
Oolong. The quotations are :—Hyson, common to fair, $1.30 to 1.50; 
Gunpowder and Imperial Canton made, common to fair, $1.30 to 1.50; 
Hyson Skin and Twankay Canton made 68c. to 70c. ; uncoloured Japan, 
common to fair, $1.20 to 1.25; Oolong, common to fair, $1.05 to 1.12; 
Souchong and Congou, common to fair, 95c. to $1.10. 

‘SILk.—China Silk: Arrivals have been small, and an improved de- 
mand having sprung up the unsold stock is much reduced, and prices of 
most descriptions must be quoted 6d. per Ib. higher. In Japan Silk buyers 
showed some disinclination to operate, but more recent arrivals have been 
eagerly secured at advanced rates. It is to be regretted that the quality of 
the Mybash hitherto landed is far from good; it isto be hoped, however, 
that the good silk may arrive later on inthe season. The deliveries for 
the month are 3,199 bales of China and 1,097 bales of Japan. The 
imports for 1864 have been 24,600 China, against 43,500 in 1863, 
and 11,635 Japan, against 24,050 in 1863. The stock on Ist January 
was 11,416 China and 3,271 Japan. The latest quotations are—No. I, 
Tsatlee, 268. 6d. to 27s. ; No. 1, Taysaam, 24s. 6d. to 25s.; Mibash, 
No. 1, 28s. 6d. to 295. At New York the imports are still quite small 
the past month, and stock unsold is held firmer on account of the high 
price in China, and limited supply in hand for next season. The market 
is quiet. with more doing in Canton Silk lately. 

‘OTTON.—The market was unfavourably influenced last week by the 
excess of stock declared at the close of the year, and the business was 
very limited. The uncertain nature of the advices from New York also 
caused further depression, and prices closed heavily on Thursday with a 

neral decline, particularly in the lower descriptions. For American 
there has been a moderate demand, and a reduction of }d. to Jd. has been 
submitted to from last week’s rates. East India was quite neglected, and 
though from comparative scarcity the superior grades have better main- 
tained their value, a reduction of 4d. per Ib. has taken place in them, and 
1d. per Ib. in the lower descriptions. China and Japan have been very 
dull of sale, and must be quoted Id. per Ib. lower. The import of 
China and Japan into Great Britain was $99,074 bales, contain- 
ing 95,777,160 Ibs. The consumption of China and Japan for the 
year was 52,644,000 lbs., and the export 28,332,000. The stock on the 
Slat December was 22,746,000 Ibs. The stock, compared with last year, 
shows an increase of 6,836 Brazil, 3,500 Egyplian, 3,565 West India, 
188,242 East India, and 61,675 China; ‘and a decrease of 14.829 
American, and 762 Turkey, &c., making a nett increase of 248,227 bales, 
or 74,814,978 Ibs. weight. The total stock on the Slst December was 
194.481.978 lbs. The official declaration of the stock turns out to be 
113,500 bales above the estimate, the excess being principally in East 
Indiaand China. 

Sucan.—The market closed last week with rather a dull tone, and 
Prices are mostly 6d. per cwt. lower than before the holidays. Privately, 
on Friday, 3,000 bags Clayed Manila went at 29s. 6d. During the week 
we note sale of 99 baskets Penang, 94s. to 35s. (duty, 10s. 6d. to Ils. 
8d.).._ In their retrospect of the year, Messrs, Carey and Browne state— 
The imports of Penang have been about ona par with those of the pre- 
vious year, but as little was offered after depression set in, the clearances 
have been scanty, and the stock is now more than double the reduced 
amount at the end of 1863. At the highest point in April, good brown 
to fine yellow grocery brought 42s. 64. to 47s, 6d., from which a very 
material reduction ensued, and in November good brown to good yellow 
was sold at from 28s. 6d. to 35s. 6d. The arrivals of Manila have been 
225,000 bags less than the abundant supply of the previous year, so that, 
combined with much heavier clearances for both home useand export, the 
quantity on hand is 190,000 bage lighter than in Jan, last. Thisdescription 
has likewise suffered the extreme of speculative excitement and depres- 
sion, and from the unusually high rates for Clayedin March and April, viz., 
42s, to 48s, 6d, duty 12s. 8d. (sales for arrival being about the same time 
effected at 90s. 10 32s, ),a severe drop to 28s. 6d. to 29s. (duty 9s. 4d.), had 
taken place by the beginning of December, since when there has been only 
‘a partial reaction; the comparatively moderate supplies of Unclayed have 
been realised at from 37s. to 38s, 6d. in March, down to about 
27s, in September. Little Java has been received during the year, 
and the stock being insignificant, transactions have been precluded, and 

notations generally nominal. ‘The principal business in Siam was in 

ctober, when fresh imports were mostly forced off at cheap rates, 
low to good white 36s. to 40s. As regards the future, the most 
prominent fact is, that stocks generally are unprecedentedly large, and 
although the low prices at present ruling may be reckoned to lead to a 
more free use of the article, and at the same time discourage the cultiva- 
tion of beet root on the Continent, as well that of indigenous plants 
Atmerica, it should be borne in mind that the crops in most producing 
countries (with the exception of Java, which is reported to be very short) 
will probably be abundant, On the other hand, the powerful ii 
centive to hurry forward su} cannot be said to exist, and many places 
which import largely of Mauritius, Manila, &c., will now clear off that 
portion of the general production which in 1864 was directed to Europe ; 
consequently, these markets in the coming season will not be burdened 
with the same extra weight of supply, and as stocks in the hands of the 
trade inthe United Kingdom are estimated to be about 40,000 tons less 
than they usually hold, and those on the Continent also are believed to be 
Tight, returning confidence, followed by revived animation, may be antici- 
pued before long. 

Corrzg,—Little disposition to purchase was shown during the holidays, 
























































and holders being firm, the business done was unimportant; on the re- 
opening of the market, however, there was a fair inquiry, and similar rates 
were obtained to those current at the date of our last advice, Ceylon: 
685 casks 1,035 barrels and bags Plantation at public sale found buyers as 
‘ine ordinary to low middling, 79s. to 82s. 6d.; middling to 
good middling coloury, 888. 6d. to 87s. ; 254 casks 1,790 barrels and bags 
Native were chiefly disposed of, but at rather easier prices—good ordi- 
nary, 70s. 6d. to 71s. 6d. The amount landed in London during 1864 
nearly equalled that of the previous year, as, notwithstanding some falling 
offin the supply of Ceylon and Mocha, most other kinds have contribute 
an increase, but, owing to heavier clearances, the stock, which at the be- 
ginning of October amounted to nearly 14,000 tons, against 11,470 in 1863, 
has since been worked down to a point 400 tons below that of the same 
period last year. As regards the future, the prospects of the article seem 
to be favourable, the most striking feature being the serious deficiency in 
the yield of Java, which is stated to be only one-half that of last season, 
and although a more extended production is expected from Ceylon, &c., 
together with a full average crop of Brazil, the general wants are large, 
so that after the bulk of the early supplies have come to hand, it is likely 
that an improving tendency in prices will be manifested. 

Rice.—During the Christmas holidays an active demand was expe- 
rienced, and large transactions took place at an advance of 3d. to 6d. per 
ewt. On Friday 6,824 bags fair to good pinky Madras at auction 
off readily at 11s. to 11s. 6d., which is 6d. dearer than the last sal 
bags middling white Bengal were taken at 12s, It may be noted that of 
Java, during the past year, only two cargoes arrived; the first sold in April 
at 14s, 3d. to. 14s. 9d. for ling white, the other in August at con- 
tiderably reduced rates, viz., low and low middling 10s. Gd. to 12s, 
middling to guod middling 183. 6d. to 15s., bold 16s. to 17s. 6d. Ar- 
rivals have exceeded those of 1863 by 12,000 tons. The clearances 
show some falling off, but being still in excess of imports, the stock on 
the Slst December was rather lighter than at the end of the preceding 
The importations into rpool to the Slst ultimo were 82,000 
ions, against 76,500 tons in 1863; the deliveries comprising 75,680 tons, 
against 75,000 tons, and the stock was 43,000 tons, against 36,700 tons in 
the previous year. 

Cinnamon.—The quarterly sales in January went off without spirit at 
barely the previous currency, but those since held, offering only a very 
seanty supply, have been marked by considerable briskness, aad the last 
in October showed an advance ranging from 4d. to 10d. per Ib. on the 
first sales. Since then there has been little demand, and prices have a 
drooping tendency. With arrivals 2,000 bales short of those in 1863, 
the clearances have also been more moderate, yet the stock exhibits a rela- 
tive deficiency of 900 bales. 

Cassia LicNga.—As compared with the imports in 1863, which 
included a large proportion of small mats, those in the past year have 
been light, and while the deliveries also appear to have diminished, the 
stock is 1,100 packages less than last year’s. In the early part, the value 
declined about 23, per cwt., and although this was afterwards full 
recovered, a reduction of 2s. to 3s. again took place in June, so that, witl 
a further material decline in December, present quotations (84s. to 883. 
for middling to good) are fully 5s. below those of this period in 1864. 

Cioves.—The landings have been much lighter than in 1863, and 
notwithstanding an important deficiency in the deliveries, the stock is 
reduced to 6,400 packages, against 7,200 packages. In the first 
half of the year, fair to fine Penang were sold at 1s. 2d. to 
1s, B3}d., but in July good quality was disposed of cheaply at 
Is, 1}d. to Is. 1}d.5 since which higher rates bave been paid, viz., 
middiing to good 1s. 13d, to Is. 3d., fine 1s, 34d. to Is, 4d. 

Gixcea.— Supplies of East India have materially augmented during the 
past year, but as the clearances have been about double the amount of 
1863, the relative excess in the quantity on hand is only 1.400 packages, 
The first sales of Rough Bengal were at 45s., which showed a further de- 
preciation, and by the middle of May there was another serious fall, fair to 
good quality selling at 336s. to 37s.; on the sudden advance in African, 
however, the value rose to 44s, 6d. in June, but from this a decline of 4s. 
per wt. again ensued in September, and in December the price descended 
to 35s., and lately to 32s. The liberal quantities of Cochin brought for- 
ward from time totime have generally been disposed of at cheaper rates, 
as, notwithstanding an occasional improvement, the value in October was 
several shillings below that of February, small to good middling, which at 
first realised 67s, to 75s., afterwards selling at 62s. to 70s. On Friday 
875 bags rough Bengal, meeting with no offers, were withdrawn at 32s., 
a decline of 38. per cwt. 

Mace.—Arrivals have somewhat exceeded those of 1863 ; the deliveries 
have been more contracted, and the stock is about the same as that of the 
former year, The better qualities, being mostly scarce, have commanded 
relatively stiff rates, while the common sorts have been of slow sale at 
about the previous value. During the past week 31 cases at public sale 
were realised at rather higher prices, middling to good red Is. 2d. to 
Is, 4d. ; middling to fine bright pale, Is. 7d. to 2s. 10d. 

Nutecs have also come to hand more freely during the past year, 
and though the clearances are nearly on a par with those of 1963, the 
stock shows @ comparative surplus of 200 packages. There have been 
several fluctuations in prices, generally to the extent of Id. to 2d. per 
Ib. ; as, however, they have each been of a temporary character, quotations, 
excepting for the finest kinds, which are dearer, only partially differ from 
those at the commencement of January last. At auction last week 137 
cases (of 1861 import) were disposed Of somewhat cheaper; small and 
middling 10d. to Is. 3d., good middling Is. 4d. to 1s 10d. 5 fine, 33. 4d. 
to Ss, Sd. 

Saco.—The landings of this article have been heavier than in the pre- 
vious year, but with the deliveries rather larger, the stock is deficient of 
that at the end of 186:3 by 200 tons. Prices nearly all through the year 
have been declining, more especially for fair to fine small Pearl, which, 
after fetching 23s, to 24s. in the first two months, was not worth more than 
19s. to Zls. in September, and last month 17s. 6d. to 183. 6d. The 
supply of medium and large grain kinds has been somewhat limited, and 







































these have generally found buyers at tolerably steady rates, until lately, 
when they declined almost to the level of small Pearl. During the past 
week 1,935 boxes and 229 bags, offered by auction, met a more lively

For meritorious services, Sir RurHerForD 
indeed had gained laurels in China when Sir Harry was 
scarcely more than a lad ; and if the progress of the latter to- 
wards renown has been more rapid than that of his elder con- 
temporary, Sir RurHeRForD has certainly added of late to his 
former well-established repute by the ability and firamess which 
have marked the tenor of his recent diplomatic action. We 
have already in previous issue commented upon the rumour 
as to his recal from a post he so successfully fills ; and, although 
@ guarded denial of this report has been given by a Ministerial 
paper, we must avow some apprehension that the blind and 
ignorant cabal who rule over tler Masesty’s Ministers, and who 
seem bent on destroying the last vestige of English influence 
abroad, may have compelled the recal of a Minister who ap- 
peared too resolute to suit their peculiar notions of diplomacy. 
In the lower branches of the service in Jnpan we are nut 
cognisant of any iraportant changes during the past ycar, but 
it appears probable that the opening of the Straits of Simouoseki 
may ere long call for some fresh appointments.

THE WRECK OF THE “ RACEHORSE.” 

The following is the official account received at the Admi- 
ralty of this very sad affair :— 

“Her Masrsty’s Site ‘Taatar,’ Suancuat Nov. 14, 1864, 

“ My Lord,—I y painful duty to report direct for the information 
of the Lords’ Commissioners of the Admiralty that Her Majesty's ship 
Racehorse was wrecked on the night of the 4th inst., at 8.30 P.m., about 
five leagues S.E. of Chefoo Cape, and about two miles E.S.E. from 
White Rock. Only nine of her crew bave been saved—three officers and 
six men. 

“TL beg to enclose a copy ofa letter I have received from Lieutenant 
Nicholas, of the Jnsolent, giving, as nearly as he could, by desire of Com- 
mander Boxer, a description of this melancholy accident. 

“The Racehorse, in pursuance of orders from the Commander-in-Chief, 
was on her way to Chefoo from this port. She left here on the Ist inst. 

“ Immediately on receiving this intelligence I despatched Her Majesty's 
steamer Rattler to the assistance of Commander Boxer, and now await 
Commander Webb's report—I am, &c.,

“To Lord Clarence Paget, C.B., Admiralty.” 

“ H.M. Guaboat Insolent, Teutai, Nov. 8, 1864. 

“ Sir,—I am ordered by Captain Boxer to report that H.M.S. Races 
horse was wrecked on the night of Friday, 4th November, at 830 P.m., 
about five leagues to the S.E. of Chefoo Cape, and about two miles 
E.S.E. from White Rock, and only nine of her crew saved. 

“At the time of the ship striking it was comparatively smooth, boats 
were lowered, stream-anchor and cable placed in cutters ready to lay out, 
when heasy rollers set in, swamping both cutters and gig, and breaking 
entirely over the ship; the masts were then cut away, and ship steamed 
full speed on shore, endeavor to save life, but the wind increasing to 
a gale, the rollers washed away all skylights and filled the ship. 

“ The ship's company were then sent aft, told the position of the ship, 
and that if they held on till daylight there was every hope of all haods 
being saved. — Unfortunately, the endurance of only a few was equal to! 
this, the poor fellows dropping off one by one from the effects of the 
cold and the force of the sea. 

“ A list of those saved and lost is enclosed, 

“ Captain Boxer desires me to add that the conduct of the officers and 
men during this frightful night was most cool and collected, obeying every 
order smartly and energetically, especially by the first lieutenant, master, 
and boatswain.—I have the honour to be, &¢.,

The loss having occasioned considerable interest, we for- 
warded the account which we published from the Worth China 
Daily News to the Editor of The Times and other papers. 

Previous to the publication of this, however, the following 
leading articles appeared :— 


(rHe ThK1E8.) 

‘The accident which befel the Racehorse seems at present to defy expla- 
nation. The only account of it that has reached us is derived from her 
commander, Captain Boxer, who is happily one of the survivors, but 
whose report is conveyed through Lieutenant Nicolas, of the Insolent. 
‘We must presume that Captain Boxer was himself too ill or t 
exhausted to give any description of the event in his own handwrit 
attribute to the same cause the fragmentary character of the details thus 
transmitted. We learn from Captain Hayes, commanding the Turtar at 
Shanghai, and senior officer of the North China Division, that the Race- 
horse had been ordered to leave that port for Chefoo—we suppose the 
harbour at the entrance of the Pecheli Gulf. At half-past eight on the 
evening of November 4, when she had arrived within five leagues of 
Chefoo Cape, and was about two miles east of White Rock, she seems to 
have struck ; not that this fact is stated directly, but we infer it from the 
remark in Lieutenant Nicolas’s letter to Captain Hayes, that “at the 
time of the ship striking it was comparatively smooth.” It is tolerably 
clear, then, that stress of weather had nothing to do with the collision up 
to this time; but whether the rock was marked on the Admiralty charts 
or was unknown to seamen we have no meuns of judging. However, 
“ boats were lowered, stream-anchor and cable placed in boats ready to 
lay out, when heavy ‘rollers set in, swamping both cutters and gig, and 
breaking entirely over the ship. ‘The masts were then cut away, and the 
ship steamed fuil speed on shore, endeavouring to save life ; but the wind 
increasing to a gale, the rollers washed away all skylights and filled the 
ship.” It is for nautical men to form an opinion out of these scanty 
materials as to the cause of the calamity and the means taken to meet ibs 
but, whatever the caute, and whatever the means, the lamentable fact 
remains that a fine ship, fully manned and equipped, was knocked to pieces 
in the course of an hour or two by a swell rising so suddenly as is hese 
stated. “The ship's company were then sent aft,” doubtless because the 
fore part of the vessel was under water, or swept by the waves, They 
were told the position of the ship, and that if they held on till daylight 
there was every hope of all hands being saved.” They did their best,aod 
Captain Boxer bears emphatic testimony to the “ most cool and collected ” 
behaviour of all, both officers and ten, during the horrors of this fearful 
night, They “ obeyed every order smartly and energetically,” and tbe 
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Girt lieutenaot, master, and boatswain, of whom only the last was saved, 
‘eet them a noble example. But the struggle with the elements was too 
anuch for the endurance of all but nine, and the rest “ dropped off one by 
one from the effects of the cold and the force of the sea." We are not 
‘even informed how the few survivors escaped the same fate, or by what 
means Captain Boxer reached the Jnsolent. As soon as Captain Hayes 
eeceived the news, he despatched the Ruttler to reader any further assist- 
ance that might be possible, and we must patiently await fuller particulars. 
‘The circumstance that ten bodies had already been recovered and buried 
* ‘within three days after the wreck is a strong presumption that all these 
‘lives must have been lost near the shore. 
‘There is nothing that shocks the imagination or excites the sympathies 
more than a shipwreck of this kind, and we earnestly hope that it may 
‘prove to lure been due to causes beyond human control. Any suspicion 
that some terrible loss might have been prevented by proper care and 
-caution seriously aggravates the effect of it, not only on bereaved relatives, 
but on the public. Recent occurrences, tending to shake our confidence 
‘iu the seamanship which was the pride of our navy when scientific oaviga- 
tion was in its infancy, may pethaps suggest this suspicion in the present 
instance. Considering how imperfect our knowledge of the fact is, we 
rather suspend our judgment, aod bope that no blame rests with 
‘any one, living or dead. it cannot be said of shipwrecks, as it may of 
ralway accidents, that almost all must needs proceed from some piece of 
‘culpable neglect. There are conjunctures, as every sailor knows, against 
which no skill is proof, currents so variable that they cannot be calculated, 
quicksands so shifting that they cannot be laid down on charts, seas in 
which no ship can live long, especially if the wind is also blowing a hurri- 
-eane, without being strained in some vital point or springing a fatal leak. 
His art consists, gat part, in avoiding these conjunctures by eschewing 
dangerous seasons and localities and running out of storms, if be is uolucky 
-enough to get into them. Unavoidable shipwrecks represent the cases in 
which he is balled by some irresistible combination of mischances, and 
when they do occur they are probably the highest of all tests of courage. 
‘There is nothing sublimer on record than the discipline of the troops on 
board the Birkenhead, and the finest specimens of self-sacrifice in modern 
times have been displayed by common sailors in shipwrecks. It is con- 
solatory to know that this heroic spirit was not wanting among those who 
clung to the wreck of the Racehorse, and that if we have lost a fine ship 
and gallant crew, we have gained at least a new assurance that habits of 
duty are superior to the fear of death. 
(DamLy TELEGRAPH.) 

All we can do now is to record the fact that the crew of the Racehorse 
‘behaved as English sailors always do in the hour of danger.‘ The con- 
-duct of the officers and men during this frightful night was most cool and 
collected, obeying every order smartly and energetically.” So writes 
Commander Boxer, in that curt, cold style with which the noblest deeds 
ofberoism and gallantry are recorded in our English fashion. The sub- 
lime saying of Nelson, on the morn of Trafalgar, has been hackneyed till 
its real purport is almost lost to us; but on occasions like this we recall 
swith pride that now, as then, the expectation of England has never yet 
been unfulfilled by her heroes on the sea. There is something strangely 
sad in the list of the dead forwarded to us with the news of the disaster. 
Good Saxon names are those of the poor fellows whose death is the only 
‘incident of their lives known beyond theirimmediate circle. Of thecrem, 
ten or so were boys, and of them not one has escaped to tell the sad sory 
of the wreck. Th ughout hundreds of homes, in this fair English land, 
there will be mourning to-day for brothers, husbands, fathers, sons, whose 
bodies lie buried in the far-away shores of China, or in the depths of the 
pitiless sea. Sadder yet, almost, is the roll of the men—names unknown 
—who were on board the Racehorse on their way to join the Insolent, at 
Cheefoo. “ Five stokers, five marines, two boys,” so runs the sole record 
of their fate ; and yet for all of these there must be somebody to whom 
their death will be a solemn and a painful memory. ‘fo those who have 
lost friends or kinsmen in ¢ I shipwreck there is nothing that can be 
-said, with the exception of commonplace platitudes which had far better 
be left unsaid. One consolation, nevertheless, we may fairly tender them. 
Let them remember, as coon as the first bitter agony of grief shall ha 
spassed away, that England is proud of her sons who died faithful to their 
duty, obedient to the last, and brave to the bitter end, Of the noble 
crew, thus miserably wrecked, she is prouder than if their dirge had been 
the roll of conquering cannon, and npt the roar of foam-crested breakers 
surging in upon the night-clad coast.

‘THE NEW FEATURES OF THE CHINESE GOVERNMENT. 
(THE TIMES.) 

If it had so happened that there had been a Parliament at Peking, and 
a Chinese Minister responsible to it, that Chinese minister—let us call 
him San-Pan-Wang for euphony—must just now be the happiest of 
statesmen. He would haveto meet his “ House” with the proud announce- 

ent that long hair has disappeared in China; that the reign of the razor 
is restored throughout the Empire ; that all the tributaries of the earth are 
pouring in sycee silver at the barbarian ports; that the provinces which 
were lately the scene of rebellion have recovered their green and fertile 
aspect; that the places of the murdered men have been filled, and their 
houses have been rebuilt, and their widows have found new husbands; and 
that China has become old China again, Perhaps he might condescend to 
explain that tribute-bearers have been allowed to go higher up into the 
imlerior of the country than they were allowed to go in the previous reign,

and he may make some ing apology for the presence of certain 
barbatian ies fo the saborbe oF the Teperial citys but these cireum- 
stances may well be described as rewards extended by the Imperial muni- 
ficence to the well-meaning and useful drudges of Europe and America, 
who at their own cost, awestruck by the majesty of the Imperial power, 
have sent fleets and armies to exterminate the rebels. This wise and 
happy Minister, this San-Pan-Wang, might add that all this has been 
accomplished not only without cost to the Empire, but without compro- 
mising the dignity or the pretensions of the Imperial Court. What was 
done by the barbarian arms was done without solicitation and without debt 
of gratitude. What was otherwise accomplished by barbarian forces was 
effected by mercenaries hired for the purpose and acting under local 
Chinese officers. He might conclude by assuring the Astembly that these 
mercenary bands, being now unnecessary, have been dismissed, and that 
China is now free to indulge her own pleasure—whether that be to go 
back to the ancient exclusive policy of the last reign, or to pursue the 
newer course which had been adopted under the temporary and adverse 
pressure of recent times, . 

This may not unreasonably be the Chinese view of the present position 
of that empire, and the facts give great colour to such an appreciation, 
We may expect, indced, to find the Chinese Government much less 
tractable. The rebellion is, to all appearance, killed. A fortnight since 
our correspondence from Shanghai depicted the fertile plains which ex- 
tend for so many leagues landwards from that city as recovering their 
wonted richness. The but-built towns are rising again from their ruins, 
the rivers aad canals are covered again with their former flo.ting habita- 
tions, and the millions of fugitives, hurrying back from their points of 
refuge within the thirty- miles radius protected by our soldiers, are seeking 
out the old plots on which they had laboured for generations. The 
European capitalists who had found their account in making the foreign 
settlement a sanctuary, who had sold corner lots and frontages at fabulous 

rices, and who had let to the fugitive Chinese small sites at rents which 

jouses in Regent-strect would scarcely fetch, now complain that their cus- 
tomers are gone. Shanghai, retieved from the pressure. is returned 
to its normal state; and the crowd which paid so well tor protection is 
gone back to cultivate cotton, and silk, and rice, and tea, For the 
moment there are no more massacres and no more fires, and in the name 
of humanity we ouzht all to rejoice that by small effort and comparatively 
little cost we have been able to produce a result which, however it may 
work upon the policy ofa barbarian Court, has at least restored a vast 
tract of country to industry, and has given happiness to many millions of 
our fellow-creatures, To a Chinaman, whether he be Prince or peasant, 
sufficient for the day is the evil thereof. When the pressure of the moment 
is removed, the Prince returns to all his old pretensions, and semper eadem 
is as much the true expression of Eastern as of Western arrogance, When 
the danger is past the peasant returns to his paddy-field, his mulberry 
plantation, or his cotton garden, and thinks of the long-haired robbers only 
as ofa peril not likely to happen again in his time. ‘To lookers‘on from 
afar, however, everything is not so bright as it appears to the Mandarins 
at Peking and to the cultivators of the plains near Shanghai and the silk 
districts round Hangchow, Eventually the same eausvs must produce 
cognate results. China will fall again into her old system of Goverament. 
The great Mandarins will “squeeze ” the little Mandarins, and the little 
Mandarins will “ squeeze” the people; and the great Mandarins will be 
called up to Peking to disyorge, and there will be illegal imposts on the 
rivers and quarrels at the Customs. Famine will fall again upon the 
dense populations, and the rebellion the organisation of which only bas 
been broken, but the elements of which remain, will re-appear, not perhaps 
in the same, but in other districts. Already we hear of detached bands 
leading a brigand existence, and sometimes uniting their forces to threaten 
cities,” They wander up and down the coast, and they extend along the 
great river into the interior —not now dangerous to the dyuasty or threatens 
ing the Imperial power, but sufficiently numerous to make property inse- 
cure and to show that under a new chief, a new cause, or a new pretext, @ 
new Chinese rebellion may at any moment break forth. If we have suc- 
ceeded by our policy in driving away the evil from our own doors, we have 
done ourselves great good, and we have done all, perhaps, which we have 
any right todo. Even this seems doubtful, if it be true, as reported, that 
bands of rebels have appeared near Amoy, where it would be most diffi- 
cult for ns to protect our own people. But at any rate we may hope that 
a lesson has been read which will not be unheeded by future adventurers 
of the Taiping class, and that the dangerous classes of China, when they 
organise themselves for a great onslaught, will take care to keep beyon 
the European arm, Unfortunately the temptation to venture into our 
neighbourhood is very great, for if the danger is imminent the plunder 
also is alluring. Shanghai, however, ought by this time to be quite able 
to protect itself against all that mere brigandage can do; and we may hope 
that we have established a prestige which should protect our treaty ports 
from any more important eneiny. 

Sufficient culties, however, remain to make the post of Minister at 
Peking a position of first importance to the merchants and tax-pavers of 
this country. It is at Peking that the work must now be done. Whether 
wisely or unwisely for their own interests, the Court of Peking has re- 
solved to disband—which meansto stop the pay of—the various European 
and American mercenary corps which have been up to this time in the 
employ of the respective governors of provinces, ‘This very much sim- 
plifies our position. It is, in ellzcty a sentence of outlawry to the Euro 
pean rowdy element in China. While the rebellion lasted, neither we 
nor the Chinese were too careful to scrutinise the character of the Euro- 
peans and Americans who came forward to aid to put itdown. Several 
things happened which were scandalous to our Western civilisation. We 
saw mercenary leaders changing sides, like the old German leader of Free 
Lances. We heard of massacrus in which the bearers of European com- 
missions were in some way implicated, and of plunderings of peaceful 
people by men who ought to have been civilised. Some few, indeed, like 
our own Major Gordon, came out of this pitchy work with clean hands and 
augmented fame; but generally it was not so, The natural tendency of 
such a market for employment is to bring the boldest and the must un- 
scrupulous men to the front. If the governors of provinces had been 
allowed to go oa hiring foreign adventurers} each for his own local pur- 
poses, China would soon have hecome the rendezvous for all the ruffiang 
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‘of the rest of the world, and the poor old Empire would have been torn to 
pieces by their dissensions and devoured in their greed. Every honest 
man who has a wife loving tea and silk roust feel an interest in preventing 
this from happening, and there ought to be no difference of opinion among 
the Ministers at Peking as to the propriety of preventing foreigners from 
taking service in China. We do not retract one word or retreat one step 
from the course of policy which we have from early times designated and 
always most earnestly advocated. The taking of Canton, the advance to 
Peking, the opening of the Yang-tze-Kiang, and the subsequent pacifi- 
cation of the country by the expulsion of the Taipings, have all been 
pressed forward in these columns when some of them found small favour 
elsewhere, To these measures we owe that great flood of commercial 
success in China which came so opportunely to float us over the 
American difficulty. If we could have obtained, as we earnestly de- 
sired, the establishment of a permanent force in China, almost 
independent of its Government and quite independent of its officers, 
using European foree under the guarantee of European character, and 
keeping the peace impartially against all offenders ;—if we could have 
obtained this, as a security to civilisation for what civilisation has gained, 
then China might have vanished from our newspapers and our debates for 
the next ten years, while commerce was growing and the population was 
learning the advantages of foreign intercourse. ‘This, however, was not 
to be. The attempt seems to have been almost equally mismanaged by 
almost every one who took part in it. Failing this hope of an auxiliary 
European force in China, in which we could have confidence, the next 
Dest thing is to bave no European force at all in Chinese pay. We 
believe that all the Powers represented at Peking are at present well inclined 
to an agreement to this effect, and that one of the chief impediments is 
that want of adequate power of punishment in our English Consuls, which 
‘was stated so forcibly in the last letter of our Shangh respondent. 


























HIS NETHERLANDS MAJESTY’S GUNBOAT “HANDIG 
VLUG,” FOR BORNEO. 


(THE TIMES), 

The trial trip of this vessel on the Thames was attended with 
circumstances of unusual interest, owing to the novelty in various points 
of her construction and general arrangements. The general term * gun- 
boat” conveys to our minds the image of a vessel carrying two heavy shell 
guns on her low unprotected upper dzck, and averaging no more than 
eight knots under the most favourable circumstances, a class of vessel which 
has figured for almost fabulous sums in our annual “Navy Estimates for 
repairs, &c,, but, nevertheless, a class of craft that has left imperishable 
marks of its usefulness on the rivers and seaboard of India and China, 
‘The Handig Viug, or Nimble, is the first vessel of her class, the armour 
‘of which had been put on on the deflective principle. The Handig Vlug 
is, indeed an armoured vessel, inasmuch as she carries a central domed 
battery, although the steel protective plating of this battery is but three- 
eights of an inch in thickness, and therefore rifle, but not cannonshot 

roof. She is a little craft of only a mean draught of Sft. of water 

waving a length between perpendiculars of 100f., a beam of 17ft, 
and a depth of Git. Gin. | Her tonnage is 138 tons, builders’ mea- 
surement. She is built entirely of steel plates. The hull of the vessel 
below the water-line is built of } in. steel plates, but from the water-line 
apwards, and including her domed battery, she is built of Zin. steel 
plates. This cupola battery occupies 6} feet in length in the central part 
of the vessel, the entire space being covered in witha central grating 
longitudinally for ventilation, and is capped with a “pilot house” 5 ft. in 
diameter. It is fitted with six gunports, three forward and three aft, one 
at each end and ina line with the keel, and the others on the bows and 
quarters. In addition there is breast-high, round this cupola, pierced 
holes with brass slide covers for rifles, the intention of the Dutch Govern- 
ment being to render the vessel one possessing sufficient speed under 
steam to outstrip a battery cf field artillery if engaged with an enemy 
Janded with artillery in a water bisected country, such as IIolland, or a 
perfectly rifle-proof vessel when on duty in the rivers or inland waters of 
Java or Borneo, Speed under steam would carry the little vessel quickly 
out of the range of any battery moving on shore, while with her armament 
of 50 riflemen and two 12-pounder rille shell guns she would prove her- 
self a very hornet along a river’s banks, or in out-of-the-way creeks in 
shallow waters. As she steamed down the Thames, the Iandig 
‘Viug represented a low craft, carrying a central protected battery, some- 
thing after the principle of Capiain Coles, in his proposed Lady Nancy 
rafts. The Handig Vlug, however, differs thus much importantly from 
Captain Coles's present turret. principle that her cupola battery is a 
fixture, and the neceseary revolving power to render it equal to the 
Coles’ ‘turret is given by the twin screws, which thus render the auts 
of the vessel itself its gun's platform. Near as the cupola battery 
‘of the Handig Viug thus approaches the cupola of Captain Coles, it is but 
‘an act of simple justice to say that the principle embodied in the domed 
central battery amidships (Mr. Reed, the Chief Constructor of our Navy, 
gives a square, walled battery, without roofing), and Captain Coles’ giving 
a cylindrical form equally without roofing, is precisely the plan submitted 
to the Lords’ Commissioners of the Admiralty for armoured ceutral- 
battery ships by the Admiralty Inspecting Engineer Afvat at Portsmouth, 
Mr. G. Murdock. No one could have watched the Handig Viug 
but must have been struck by her diminutive appearance above the 
vwater-line of her track, and equally su by the evidently dangerous look she 
exhibited. Granted she was but at the minimum rate of calculation a 
“rifle gallery,” she was a “rifle gallery” possessing wonderful powers of 
locomotion, and, at the same time, possessed a couple of 12-pounder rifled 
shell guns. During our last Indian and Chines wars, the advantages that 
would have been given to our land forces by the aid of afleet of some 20 
or 30 of this description of vessels moving in nearly parallel lines with the 
troops, on shore would have been almost incalculable. She started 
on ber tip from off Gravesend at noon for ‘sea-reach,” a heavy 
N.E. wind blowing and no inconsiderable amount of sea being found on 
when the vessel reached the intended extent of her trial trip. The 
state of the weather limited necessarily the extent of the experiments, 
but, 80 far as they could be carried out, the results were as follows :— 


























Runs were gone over at the measured mile in Long Reach, and the 
results of six runs thus made gave the ship an average speed of ten knots, 
Allowance must, of course, be made for the state of the weather, and if 
allowance is really made for this, the speed attained is indeed surprisi 
A series of experiments followed, the general results of which may be 
stated, as follows :—Reversing the action of the engines, the complete 
circle was made to starboard in two minutes and forty-seven seconds, and 
the circle to port in three minutes, In going ahead at full speed the 
course of the vessel was reversed by the altered action of the screws in 
one minute. The foregoing figures are facts, and all the opisions possible 
appended could-neither add nor detract from their actual value ; but at 
the same time they prove the worth of the double or twin screw. 

The engines of the Handig Viug averaged 220 revolutions throughout * 
the trial, with a pressure of steam on the boilers of 30Ib., and a vacuum 
of twenty-four inches. The engines worked with extraordinary regularity 
and smoothness, and there was no sign of a warm bearing at any time. 
Messrs. John and William Dudgeon, of Millwall, are the builders of the 
Handig Viug and her engines, and the success of the vessel adds 
to the well-deserved reputation which they now enjoy as the practical 
expositors of the “twin screw principle.” 








Lecrure sy Mr. Mantin Woop, at THE ErHNoLosIcaL Socisrx. 
—An outcast race yet lingers in the Island of Yesso, the most northern 
portion of the Empire of Japan. ‘These aborigines are named “ Aimos,” 
or “ Mosinos"—the “‘all- hairy people "—this last being a Japanese term 
which marks their chief physical peculiarity. Their number is estimated 
at about 50,000. Yesso is only separated from Niphon by the narrow 
Strait of Tsongar ; but the climate of the island is unpropitious, and its 
soil is barren, so that the Japanese have only occupied the southern por- 
tion. They number about 10),000, and dwell principally in the cities of 
Mats-mai and Hakodadi. The former city is the residence of the feuda- 
tary prince who holds Yesso under fealty to the Tycoon of Yedo. To 
this prince of Mats-mai the Ainos send a deputation every spring, who pre- 
sent a tribute of dried fish and furs, aad do homage, and repeat a formal 
convention expressive of submission to the Japanese. The Ainos live 
quite in the exterior of the island, and seldom show themselves at Hakodadi 
or Mats-mai, except when on their embassy in spring or autut 
they come to exchanye their dried fish and furs for rice and hunting gear. 
Of a timid and shrinking attitude, these people seem utterly crushed in 
spirit by their long subjection and isolation. They are sbort in stature, 
of thickset figure, and clumsy in their movements. Their physical streagth 
is considerable, but besides that peculiarity, there would seem to be nothing 
by which an observer can recognise the possibility ofthe Ainos ever having 
possessed any martial prowess. The uncouthness and wildness of their 
aspect is calculated at first to strike a stranger with dismay or repugnances 
Esau himself could not have been a more hairy,man than are these Ainos. 
The hair on their heads forma an enormous bunch, and it is thick and 
matted. Their beards are very thick and long, and the greater part of 
their face is covered with hair, which is generally dark in colour ; 
but they have prominent foreheads and mild dark eyes, which 
somewhat relieve the savage aspect of their visage. Their 
hands and arms—and, indeed, the greater part of their bodies 
—ere covered with abnormal profusion of hair. The natural colour 
of their skins is somewhat paler than that of the Japanese, but it is bronzed 
by constant exposure. The women of the Ainos, as if in default of the 
extraordinary endowments of their spouses, have a custom of staining 
their faces with dark blue for a considerable space around their mouths. 
‘The children they generally carry in a very singular fashion over their 
shoulders, and during a journey tiese tender charges are placed in a net 
and slung over the backsof their mothers, The children are lively and 
intelligent when little, but soon acquire the downcast aspect of their 
elders. Yet these strange people have a history, and though its details are 
lost, they cherish the remembrance that their forefathers were once the 
equals, if not the masters, of the Japanese. This is supposed to have been. 
in the sixth century before Christ, at a period coeval with the reign of 
the first Mikado of Jap2n, The Ainos were then masters of the northern 
provinces of Niphon ; but they appear to have become dispossessed of their 
land by the Japanese, and then were gradually driven across the Strait of 
Tsougar, into Yesso. Their final subjection was not accomplished until 
the close of the fourteenth century, when they were completely over- 
come by a Japanese general, and compelled to render tnbute at Jeddo. 
As to the origin of the Ainos, we believe the whole college of ethnologis 
are at fault. Geographically considered, Yesso would seem to belong 
more to Kurile Islands than to Japan ; and the short stature of the Ainos, 
together with their ordinary methods of hunting and fishing, remind one 
of the Kamtschatkans, Yet those tribes have none of that superabundance 
of hair which, being so striking a peculiarity of the Ainos, would be par- 
ticipated in to some noticeable degree by any race having affinity to them. 
Then the chief objection to a northern origin for the Ainos is, that they 
persist in cherishing the tradition that their ancestors came from the west 5 
that is, from some place in the direction of the Asiatic continent, Yet no 
tribe now found in Corea or Mantchuria bears any resemblance to the 
Ainos. The interior of Asia, at least all the borders of Tartary and 
Siberia, have been explored by M. Huc, Mr. Fleming, or Mr. Atiinson, 
and as yet no hairy people have there been found, ‘The language of this 
outcast race affords no clue to their origin, for there seems no known 
tongue—certainly none of Eastern Asia, which has affinity to theirs, They 
have no written characters, but have had their rude bards or sages, who, in 
verses orally transmitted, have kept alive the memory of their ancient 
heroes, and their exploitson mountain and flood, The world will not 
quite lose these wild strains, for a French missionary, the Abbe Mermet, 
is preparing a translation of them. 

Tue P. ano O. Co.'s Surertntespent at Sournamrroyx.— 
Captain Engledue, who has so lony filled the post of Superintendent to the 
P. and O, Co.’s vessels at Southampton, has, we hear, resigned that post 
and accepted that of manager of the Thames Iron Ship Building Co.'s 
works at Blackwall, It is rumoured that Mr. Bethune, the company’s 
agent at Alexandria, will be appointed as his successor. 

APPOINTMENTS.—The Queen has been graciously pleased to appoint 
George Brackeabury, Esq., now Her Majesty's Consul at Charente, to 
be Her Majesty’s Consul in the Philippine Islands, 
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The rumours we lately referred to as to the successor of Admiral 
Kuper on the China station have not been revived.

Lee, going home; Grant, of Argus, to command Kestrel, vice Dunlop ; 
and Sub-lieuteoant Echlin to be acting lieutenant of Argus vice Grant. 
‘The Kestrel is stationaryat Yokohama. 

‘Tre “ Hicurtyer,” 21, screw corvette, Captain Thomas M. S. 
Pasley, sailed from Spithead for the Cape of Good Hope on the 7th 
inst, She takes out supernumeraries for the Cape and China stations. 
On steaming down the Solent his vessel fired a salute of 21 guns, in com- 
pliance ith the recent order, being the first vessel that has saluted Her 

lajesty since the death of her late lamented Consort. 

Mr. John Edward Fawcett, one of the unfortunate victims in the Race- 
horse, who has seen much service in China, was born at Wodehouse, and 
educated at Leeds, where he joined the dispensary, previous to taking out 
his diploma in 1855. He was then appointed Assistant-Surgeon to the 
‘Waterloo, and from that ship changed to the Acorn, in her went to 
China, when he again changed to the Chesapeake, and was present at the 
taking of Canton, Fatsan, and the Peiho Forts, and in consequence of his 
bravery and attention was raised to the rank of full Surgeon by Admiral 
Hope, and was appointed to the Racehorse just previous to the voyage to 
Chefoo, which resulted so disastrously to himself and many other brave men. 

We (Army and Navy Gazette) mentioned some two months since that 
Sir William Mansfield was to have the command.in-chief of the army in 
India, and it may be as well for us to repeat the statement, inasmuch as 
the Indian journals just received are unanimously erroneous in assigning 
the post to Sir Hope Grant. We have also announced the approximate 
appointment of Lord William Paulet to be Adjutant-General. We may 
now state that Sir Hugh Rose will be recommended to Her Majesty for 
the command of the forces in Ireland, to be vacated by Sir George 
Brown in April. We trust that Sir Hugh will accept the appointment. 
‘We also learn that a similar recommendation will be made of Sir Hope 
Grant for the post of Quartermaster-General, about to be given up by Sir 
Richard Airey. The command-in-chief at Bombay, in succession to Sir 
‘William Mansfield, will. we believe, be filled by Major-General Sir 
Robert Napier, of the Bengal Engineers. As a compliment to the old 
Indian tervice and the scientific corps, as well asa reward to one of our 
‘most able and gallant.officers in the East, this appointment is worthy of 
all praise. It is most probable that Sir James Yorke Scarlett will be 
appointed to the Aldershot command, upon the expiration of Sir John 
Pennefather’s term of office in the early part of the summer; and, 
although it is not quite settled, we believe it is exceedingly likely that 
Sir Richard Airey will be the new Governor of Gibraltar, in succession to 
Sir William Codrington.

‘The object is to purchase 13 estates, 
consisting of 12,000 acres, of which 2,182 are planted. ‘The 
price is £163,000 in instalments, extending over six years.
